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THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS 


SXECUTIVE SESSIONS OF THE SEN- 
ATE TO BE HELD. 

AO DISPOSITION TO ABANDON THE CONTEST 
FOR 6ENATE OFFICERS—MR. MAHONE 
TO BE FIRMLY 8SUPPORTED—NOMINA- 
FIONS WHICH ARE NOT CONTESTED TO 
BE ACTED UPON. 

Wasnineton, April 27.—The Repubiiean 
6enators met in caucus this morning to con- 
sider the present situation of affairs in the 
Senate, and after a very full exchange of 
opinions decided to appoint a committee to 
consider the general question as to the ad- 
visability of holding secret sessions to act 
\gpon executive nominations. At the morning 
iession the attendance was not large, and an 
xdjourned meeting was therefore held this 
ufternoon, the session of the Senate having 
been terminated before 3 o’clock to accommo- 
late the caucus. 

Contrary to general expectation, there was 
po material opposition expressed to proceed- 
Ing to the consideration of executive business 
itan early day. Most of the Senators pres- 
mt spoke on the subject, and the opinion was 
gnanimous that the public interests required 
action on certain nominations without further 
delay, There wassome difference of opinion as 
to the time when the firsi secret session should 
be held and the order in which executive 
business should be taken up, and it was 
decided, therefore, to appoint a committee to 
consider these questions and report an order 
fcr procedure at a meeting to be cailed upon 
notification from the Committee of Arrange- 
ments. This action of the caucus practically 
Hecides that the Republicans will vote to pro- 
peed with the business for which the Senate 
was convened as soon as the committee per- 
forms the work assigned to them, and the 
general opinion among Senators is that the 


pret secret session of the Senate will be held on 
onday or Tuesday next. The eontest over 
the selection of Senate officers will not be aban- 
doned, but that contest will not be maintained 
as an obstacle to the regular business after the 
order of procedure is decided upon. 
. There was considerable discussion as to the 
position of Senator Mahone and the duty of 
the Republicans to extend to him all proper 
encouragement and assistance. The sentiment 
was decided and unanimous that Senator Ma- 
hone should be given a full measure of sup- 
port in his struggle to better the political 
condition of Virginia, and that the Republi- 
tans should assist him in every way to 
purify the politics of that State, and 
to secure the full equality before the law of all 
classes of citizens. Mr. Mahone makes no de- 
mands upon the Republicans. He appreciates 
the difficulties of the situation, with the Demo- 
crats stubbornly arrayed against him, and is 
willing to abide by the decision of the Repub- 
licans touching all matters in controversy. 

During the discussion the two Chinese 
treaties now before the Senate were re- 
ferred to, and it was agreed that those treaties 
should be considered and disposed of before 
the final adjournment of the present session, 
for the reason that their terms require that 

-ratifications shall be exchanged at Wash- 
ington on or before Nov. 17. When 
the treaties were negotiated at Peking, 
China was threatened with a war with 
Russia, and it is believed that in conse- 
quence of threatened hostilities more liberal 
concessions were obtained than could be se- 
cured at another convention should the pend- 
ing treaties fail of ratification. .The Senators 
from the Pacific slope do not believe that the 
treaties make proper concessions in relation to 
{mmigrants arriving in the United States from 
China, but Senator Miller, of California, rep- 
resented that the people of his State desired 
effirmative action on them and urged that 
they be disposed of at an early day. 

In conversation to-night over the result of 
the caucus, several Senators said the discus- 
sion showed that there will be no objection to 
taking up those executive nominations to 
which there is no determined opposition. The 
nomination of Judge Robertson, these Sena- 
tors think, will not be brought before the 
Senate at the present session, for the rea- 
son that its consideration would lead 
to a bitter and protracted contest 
which the Republicans seem anxious to avoid 
at this time. The indications are that the nom- 
jnation of Mr. William E. Chandler will not 
be pressed for consideration! for similar rea~- 
jons. To the nomination of Mr. Matthews 
there will be no factious opposition, and when 
tt is reached a vote will be taken 
without any delay other than that which 
may arise from the earnest discussion of the 
merits of Mr. Matthews’s case. The opponents 
of Mr. Matthews will make a determined 
efrort to defeat his confirmation, but dilatory 

roceedings will not be resorted to, the.evident 
hieposition being to treat the nomination 
fairly.” Mr. Matthews’s friends continue to be 
confident that he will receive a large affirma- 
tive vote.

| The following change of regulation in regard 

}o the removal of cigar factories has just been 


romulgated by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue: “Tt will not be necessary hereafter 
apply to the commissioner for permission to 
remove cigar factories, including unstamped 
cigars. Collectors are hereby authorized to 
grant permission to cigar manufacturers to re- 
movetheir factories under existing rules and 
lations, reporting promptly every such re- 
‘moval to the Co jioner of Internal Reve- 
‘nue. Inasmuch as such a removal, if made 
‘without the written consent of the makers of 
the bond of the cigar manufacturer, might re- 
lieve them from any liability for the payment 
of the tax on the cigars so removed, and from 
further liability at the new place of business, 
the utmost care will be taken by the Collector 
to secure a strict compliance with the regula- 
tions.”

His bid was 
as follows: For stam for the public use 
9 92-100 cents per 1,000: Executive Department 
stamps, 9 90-100 per 1,000; newspaper stamps, 
9 83-100 per 1,000; for postage due, 9 91-100 per 
1,000. The bid was found to be informal, 
not being accompanied by a guarantee for the 
faithful performance of the work, and it was 
thrown out. The other bid was from the 
American Bank Note Company, of New-York. 
This company offer to furnish all the stamps 
atauniform rate of 9 19-100 cents per 1,000. 
The contract will be awarded to the Bank Note 
Company. 

The following is the text of the circular of 
the Treasury Department relative to the modi- 
fication of circular No. 42 in reference to the 
extension of 6 per cent. bonds at 31 per cent. 
per annum: ‘So much of circular No. 42, 
dated April 11, 1881, as requires the bonds tio 
be sent to the Secretary of the Treasury, in 
case they are to be continued, is hereby so 
modified that foreign holders of any of the 6 
per centum bonds described therein may have 
them continued as therein provided, upon the 
receipt of the bonds at the Government agency 
established for that purpose at the banking 
house of Messrs. Morton, Rose & Co,, Bar- 
tholomew-lane, London, EB, C., England, and 
the time during which the bonds may be re- 
ceived at that agency for such continuance is 
hereby extended to May 20, 1881. In case the 


bonds are presented at the London agency, the.

RAILROAD MANAGEMENT.

PROGRESS OF THE MEXICAN SCHEMES—A 
READING BOND PLAN PREVENTED. 

GALVESTON, Texas, April 27.—The steamer 
Aransas, which arrived yesterday morning from 
Corpus Christi, brought Gen. Palmer and other 
members of the Mexican National Company from 
Northern Mexico. The Captain of the Aransas re- 
ports 12 vessels between Corpus Wharf and Galves- 
ton loaded with railroad material for this company. 
Gen. Palmer says he now sees no reason why this 
company should not have its tracks completed to 
Laredo in June; to Monterey, 336 miles from Cor- 
pus Christi, in December, and to San Luis Potosi 
by the close of next year, meeting the line be- 
ing built by the same company from the 
City of Mexico northward. There is a 
very heavy force on the latter section, and the 
heaviest work of the entire road, including two 
difficult tunnels, will be completed and the road 


opened to Taluca early in July. Gen. Palmer also 
says the existing business awaiting the Taluca di- 
vision is larger than that of any railroad he knows 
of west of Kansas City. Having been heretofore 
over the entire route from the Rio Grande to the 
city of Mexico, and repeatedly over portions of it, 
he believes from the day the line is opened the 
traffic per mile will exceed that of the Denver and 
Rio Grande Railway, of which he is also President. 

A special dispatch from Dallas says: ‘‘ Chief En- 
gineer Marvin, of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
said in an interview that it was an established fact 
thatthe Missouri Pacific Road will be built to Gal- 
veston. The line is now being located from Vir- 
ginia Point to Randon on the Galveston, Harris- 
burg and San Antonio Road. The survey from 
Waco to the International and Great Northern 
Road is completed. From the International lines 
will be run to the mouth of the Brazos River and 
Aransas Pass, the latter survey to be made in six 
weeks. If the road er to Aransas Pass, it will 
connect with the Palmer & Sullivan system at 
Corpus Christi, by way of the main-land around 
Aransas, Neuces, and Corpus Christi Bays. Track- 
laying on the Missouri Pacific from Fort Worth 
will begin Monday.” 

A special from Tyler says that ata meeting of the 
stockholders of the Texas and St. Louis Railway, 
J. W. Paramore, William Senter, J. L. Sloss, of St. 
Louis; Logan H. Roots, of Little Rock; C. M. Seely, 
of Waco; J. Lowe. of Gilmer, Texas; R. Bon- 
ner and William Gavett, of Tyler, were elected 
Directors. J. W. Paramore was chosen President, 
William Senter, Vice-President; J. W. Brown, 
General Superintendent, and C. F. Stephens, Chief 
Engineer. it is understood the road has purchased 
a narrow-gauge railroad in Arkansas, which runs 
parallel with its proposed line, and, it is said, the 
road has 27 miles in running order out of New- 
Madrid in that State. The company proposes to 
push its line in that direction and make a Northern 
connection as soon as possible. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 27.—In the United States 
Circuit Court this morning, Judges McKennan and 
Butler made the following decree restraining the 
issue of the “blanket”? mortgage bonds by the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company: 
“And now, on this 27th aay of April, 1881, it is 
ordered and decreed that until the final hearing of 
this case, or until further order of this court, the 
defendant corporation and the other defendants, 
and each of them, are, and they hereby 
are, enjoined from executing this mort- 
gage upon the property of the company 
for $150,000,000, as mentioned in the bill, 
and from executing any bonds or obligations se- 
cured by such mortgage upon the property of the 
company, and from doing any act toward the car- 
rying out of the scheme of anissue of bonds or opli- 
gations as a part of an issue or issues, amounting 
in the aggregate to $150,000,000, to be secured as 
set forth in the bill and the exhibits thereto at- 
tached.”” Judge McKennan informed counsel for 
F. B. Gowen that the decree did not deprive him of 
the right to present any new re to the court for 
the;financial reorganization of the company. 

The action of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, of New-York, to-day, in refusing to transfer 
any more certificates of Reading Railroad stock 
signed by Franklin B. Gowen_ gives great satisfac- 
tion to the Bond party. This institution is the 
transfer agent for the Reading Company in New- 
York, as the Fidelity Trust and Safe Deposit Com- 
pany isin this city. The latter ceased transferring 
certificates on the day the decision of the court 
was given declaring Major Bond the legal Presi- 
dent, and that gentleman said to-day that the 
Farmers’ Company would have acted similarly on 
the same day but for an_ order issued 
by Samuel Bradford, Treasurer of the company, 
who was also elected Treasurer on the Bond ticket, 
which was wrongly supposed to come from Presi- 
dent Bond. At his request tne Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company has stopped the transfers. The 
Gowen party contends that this action is merely 
temporary, and taken for the purpose of enablin 
the management of the institution to make inqui- 
ries on the subject. The President of the Farmers’ 
Company was in this city to-day and called on 
Major Bond. 

Sr. Aunans, Vt., April 27.—At a meeting here to- 
day of representatives of the Central Vermont, 
South-eastern, Passumpsic, and Boston, Concord 
and Montreal Railroads, the memorandum agree- 
ment drawn up in Boston a few weeks ago for a 
pooling of ali business between Canadian and 
New-England points by the Central Vermont and 
South-eastern lines, was formally ratified and 
signed. 

Toronto, Ontario, April 27.—A speeial cable dis- 
patch dated London, April 26, to the Globe sa:s: 

‘A meeting of the Great Western Railway Com- 
pany was held to-day. Col. Grey, the Chairman, 
speaking of the fusion, said the estimated saving 
of £200,000 yearly was greatly exaggerated, and 
that fusion, except that of the capital of the two 
companies, would be illegal. The saving by the ab- 
sence of competition would be very slight, as there 
was very little competition. It was unadvisable 
that any terms of fusion should be entered into be- 
tween the two companies at the present time. The 
meeting was unanimous against fusion.” 

MonTrREAt, April 27.—The earnings of the Grand 
Trunk Railway for the week ending April 23 show 
an increase of $34,068 over the corresponding week 
of last year.

THE FRENCH ARMY FIGHTING THE 
KHOUMIRS. 

RAPID PROGRESS OF THE INVADING FORCES 
—THE KHOUMIRS BEING DRIVEN BACK— 
KEF SURRENDERED—A PROTEST FROM 
THE PORTE TO THE POWERS. 

Lonpon, April 27.—A Constantinople 
dispatch says: ‘*The Porte has telegraphed 
to the representatives of Turkey abroad in re- 
gard to the crossing of the Tunisian frontier 
by the French.” 

A dispatch from Tunis, received by the way 
of Sicily, says: ‘‘The excitement of the na- 
tives is spreading even to the Tripolitan tribes. 
The Governors of Kef and Beja asked instruc- 
tions from the Bey, and have been ordered to 
surrender to the French under protest.” 

Dispatches received in Paris announce that 
Gen. Ritter dislodged the Khoumirs from their 
positions at Dambella and Hadeba yesterday, 
driving them back toward the Oued-Djenan 


Valley. Gen. Vincendon reached the summits 
of the hills on the right of this valley and took 
up a strong position on a plateau after several 
engagements with the Khoumirs, in whose 
ranks several Tunisian cavalry and infantry 
companies were okserved. The French lost 2 
killed and 15 wounded. 

A dispatch from La Calle, Algeria, dated 
Tuesday evening, says the fort on Tabarca is 
only occupied by marines. The weather, so 
far, has prevented the landing of a column op- 
posite that island. 

La Catuze, April 27.—The French troops 
have occupied Fort Djedid on the mainland, 
meeting with no opposition. 

Paris, April 27.—Gen. Logerot telegraphs 
from Kef that the Governor surrendered that 
place at the last moment, when everything 
had been prepared for an assault. Gen. Lo- 
gerot continues his march through the Med- 
jerda Valley, leaving a garrison at Kef. The 
telegraph between Tunis and Algeria has been 
restored, Fifteen hundred French troops have 
been left at Tabarca, with orders to fortify the 
island against attack. Gen. Logerot, having 
occupied Kef, will leave a garrison there and 
march through the Oued-Melah Valiey to the 
Medjerda Valley. Gen. Fen. Forgemol’s col- 
umn has marched into the Medjerda Valley, 
and will occupv Beja, on the border of the 
Kroumir country. Gen. Delebeeque’s column 
is crossing the frontier heights to attack the 
Kroumirs in front. They will then be taken 
in tht reverse by the troops landed at Tabarca. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 27.—The Bey has 
requested the Porte to send Ottoman Commis- 
sioners to Tunis. 

Lonpon, April28.—A correspondent at Tunis 
says M. Roustan, the French Consul-General, 
has again assured the Bey of the pacific inten- 
tions of France,’ and continues to urge upon 
him a French protectorate. 

A correspondent at Paris reports that M. 


Gambetta is privately encouraging the Govern-" 


ment to act vigorously with regard to Tunis, 
The Cabinet are divided on the subject.

MR. BRADLAUGH PERSISTENT. 
HE AGAIN CLAIMS THE RIGHT TO BE SWORN 
IN—THE CASE TEMPORARILY SHELVED. 

Lonvon, April 27.—The House of Com- 
mons adjourned last night on the motion of 
Mr. Joseph Cowen (Radical) to give time for 
cool reflection on the course to be pursued in 
Mr. Bradlaugh’s case. Mr. Gladstone persist- 
ently refused to intervene to give effect to the 
motion of Sir Stafford Northcote, which was 
adopted, that Mr. Bradlaugh be not permitted 
to take the oath. Mr. Gladstone would, he 
declared, take no step until he thought it could 
be taken with advantage. 

The House of Commons was very much 
crowded to-day. Mr. Bradlaugh presented 
himself at the Speaker’s table and claimed his 
right to take the oath. He was called upon 
by the Speaker to withdraw, and was removed 
to the bar by the Sergeant-at-Arms. Mr. La- 
bouchere asked Mr. Gladstone whether it 
would facilitate his Oath bill if Mr. Bradlaugh 
meanwhile remained outside. Mr. Gladstone 
declared that the urgency of the Land bill 


revented him from offering facilities. Mr. 
pacino moved the adjournment of the 
House in order to elicit a promise from the 
Opposition not to obstruct his Oath bill. 
Mr. Bradlaugh, he said, would engage not to 
present himself at the Speaker’s table while 
the bill was progressing, and no member on 
the Liberal side would avail himself of the 
right to raise the matter as a question of priv- 
ilege, as he could else do daily. Mr. Rylands 
(Liberal) supported the motion, insisting that 
Sir Stafford Northcote shrank from the conse- 
quence of his motion denying Mr. Bradlaugh’s 
right to take the oath. Sir Stafford Northcote 
said he adhered to his action, and could not 
promise anything which looked lixe a bargain, 

The Right Hon. John Bright, Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, suggested that the 
Opposition should facilitate the passage of a 
short act allowing any one either to swear or 
affirm. He steted that the suggestion was 
merely a personal one. Mr. Gladstone sug- 
gested that Mr. Labouchere’s Oath bill be dealt 
with ina series of morning sittings. He threw 
the responsibility of the present difficulty on 
the Opposition. Measures for carrying yester- 
day’s resolution into effect must emanate from 
its supporters. The Government, he said, was 
ready to take them into consideration. Mr. 
Labouchere, having stated that Mr. Bradlaugh 
would not, in view of the legislation pending 
at present, press his claim to be sworn, with- 
drew his motion for the adjournment of the 
House. 

It is believed that the Government will in- 
troduce a bill on the subject of the oath to be 
taken by members of the House of Commons. 
Mr. Labouchere’s statement in the House to- 
day on withdrawing his motion to adjourn, 
was to the effect that if the House undertook 
to consider a measure dealing with the ques- 
tion, Mr. Bradlaugh would not press his claim 
to be sworn. 

‘ Lonpon, April 28.—The News says it be- 
lieves the Government is inclined to consider 
favorably the proposals that a bill dealing 
with the question of oaths be introduced in 
Parliament on Ministerial authority.

THE CONCESSIONS TO GREECE. 
HER PROBABLE ACCEPTANCE—THE POSITION 
OF ENGLAND. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, April 27.—The Porte 
is informed that the Greek reply will formally 
accept the proposed frontier. The Ambas- 
sadors of the powers here confidently expect 
that the Porte’s reply to their collective 
note will not raise any obstacle. The Porte is 
expected to demand nine guarantees, four of 
which, concerning the safety of Mussulman 
life and property and facility for the sale of 
certain State domains, have been already ac- 

cepted by the Ambassadors, 

ONDON, April 27.—Further correspondence 
respecting the Greek frontier is issued. 
Earl Granville, Foreign Secretary, in a 
dispatch to the English Minister at 
Athens, dated the 6th inst., instructed 
him to state, in explicit terms, to Greece 
that her Majesty’s Government are 
determined not to separate themselves from 
the united powers, and that Greece 
must not expect any support from England if, 
contrary to the dictates of sound patriotism 
and statesmanship, the advice of Europe is 
rejected. 

ONDON, April 28.—A dispatch from Vienna 
reports that Greece has ordered at Steyer, Up- 
per Austria, 30,000 rifles and 10,000 carbines.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS.

Lonpon, April 27.—Chinese officers and 
crews have arrived in the Tyne to man six 
swift steel turret vessels built there for Cnina. 
The members of the late Ministry who belong 
to the House of Commons assembled to-day at 
the residence of Sir Stafford Northcote and 
walked to the Carlton Club. The conference 
was postponed until to-morrow. 

Mr. Gladstone announced in the House of 
Commons to-day that he does not intend to 
persist in the budget proposal regarding the 
duty on silver plate. The gradual abolition of 
the duty as proposed by the budget has been 
much complained of as tending to stagnate the 
trade, 

A dispatch from Wilhelmshaven, the Ger- 
man Naval station on the North Sea, says: 
‘During artillery practice to-day aboard the 
training ship Mars, a shell burst while the gun 
was being loaded. Two cadets and four sailors 
were killed, and nine men were seriously, and 
two officers and seven men slightly injured.” 
A later dispatch says that two of the injured 
seamen have since died. 

A semi-official dispatch, published in Paris, 
says: ‘Some Governments, especially that of 
England, have raised objections to the Rus- 
sian proposal of a conference on the refugee 
question, The meeting of such a conference 
has become doubtful, but all the Governments 
are said to be willing to satisfy the legitimate 
desires of Russia by the adoption of remedy- 
ing laws and concluding extradition treaties.’’ 

BERLIN, April 27.—The Reichstag has passed 
on its third reading the bill for protecting the 
coasting trade in the form proposed by the 
Government. 

The Reichstag has agreed to the resolution 
of Prof. Virchow (Progressist) in favor of Ger- 
many’s participation in the international 
Arctic exploration expedition which was pre- 
viously approved by the Admiralty. Herr 
Homeyer, Under Secretary of State, spoke 
despondingly of the attitude of Sweden, Rus- 
sia, and the United States. He complained 
that no answer of any kind had been received 
from these powers for two years with regard 
to the proposition. 

As a result of the efforts of Germany, Rus- 
sia has obtained the consent of most of the 
powers to maintain a stricter Police super- 
vision of the Russian subjects in their terri- 
tories. Her endeavors to obtain a revision of 
the extradition treaties by an international 
conference have been less successful, however. 

CONSTANTINOPE, April 27.—Nine persons are 
now under arrest charged with complicity in 
the murder of the Sultan Abdul Aziz, includ- 
ing a Hungarian renegade, who was his phy- 
sician. Mehemed Ruchdi Pasha, who was 
Grand Vizier at the time of the assassination, 
has been summoned to Constantinople to give 
evidence, It is reported that the Turkish Am- 
bassor at Berlin will also be summoned. The 
trial will be conducted publicly. 

St. PETERSBURG, April 27.—The letter from 
the Emperor, sent to Nice, congratulating 
Prince Gortschakoff on his jubilee, is officially 
published. It recapitulates the services of the 
Prince, particularly in restoring the influence 
of Russia among the powers. It recites that 
the 20 years of peace maintained bv Prince 
Gortschakoff were devoted to internal reforms 
and the development of Russia’s Asiatic rela- 
tions. The Emperor presents Prince Gortscha- 
koff with a portrait of the late Emperor and 
one of himself, set in diamonds, as a token of 
his gratitude and respect for the glorious ser- 
vices of the Prince.

THE NEWARK BANK TRIALS. 


—_—_.-_—_—— 
THOMAS, THE TELLER, CONVICTED UPON 
HIS RETRIAL. 

TRENTON, April 27.—In the United States 
District Court to-day the retrial of the case of the 
United States against William A. Thomas, late Tel- 
ler of the First National Bank of Newark, for 
making false entries in the ticklerand discount 
books of the bank to cover up a defalcation of 
$50,000 from December, 1877, to February, 1878, was 
was commenced. The case wastried atthe Jan- 
uary term of the present year, occupied five days, 
and ended in a disagreement of the jury. District 
Attorney Keasby represented the Government, and 
ex-Judgo Hoffman and Theodore Ryerson the de- 
fendant. After the District Attorney’s opening, 
Isaac A. Lewis, who examined the books by direc- 
tion of the Receiver, testified that Thomas had ad- 


mitted the falsity of the entries, also to the result 
of his examination. William H. Donaldson, the 
clerk, testified that Thomas had directed the notes 
to be entered. The case at this point, as far as the 
Government was concerned, came to an unex- 
pectedly sudden conclusion. The District Attor- 
ney rested and the defense offered no witnesses. 
Ex-Judge Hoffman summed up for the prisoner, in- 
sisting that the Government had failed to make out 
a case against Thomas; that there was no motive 
for the crime shown; that the facts had not been 
shown; the facts were notin the case, and if he 
was convicted it would be on something outside of 
the case, upon bare conjecture, mere guess-work. 
District Attorney Keasby closed on the part of 
the Government, insisting that the case only had 
one side—that of the prosecution. He commented 
upon the fact that the defendant sat silent and of- 
fered no explanation, and claimed that even if 
Thomas had sat bf and seen Hedden make the 
false entries and did not protest, he, having charge 
of the books, was guilty of the offense. ‘* Officers 
of banks must be educated to the point, even if 
they are sent to a State prison, that they must 
know they cannot shield other officers from the 
effects of a crime by silence or acquiesence. Hed- 
den, the Cashier, has been convicted, and Thomas 
is now on trial for aiding him and abetting him.”” 
If the President, Directors, Cashier, Teller, and 
clerks were engaged in the crime, he intended to 
consign them all to punishment; he had to do so 
step by step, and this case was one of the steps. 
He insisted upon a conviction. Judge Nixon 
charged the jury that there was only one side to 
the case, and if it believed tue evidence it could 
not help but convict. Ex-Judge Hoffman took 
seven exceptions to the charge. The jury, after 
an absence of 39 minutes, returned a verdict of 
uilty. 
The trial of James A. Redden for conspiracy and 
embezzlement of funds of the First National Bank 
of Newark will take place to-morrow.

THE FLOODS IN THE WEST 


a 
GREAT AREAS UNDER WATER IN 
MINNESOTA. 
DESTRUCTION CAUSED BY THE WATER AT 
8T. PAUL—BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY AND 
HUNDREDS OF HOUSES DEMOLISHED— 
MANY FAMILIES HOMELESS. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., April 27.—The flood 
at St. Paul, caused by the coming down of 
high water in the Minnesota River, continues, 
The water has now reached 18 feet in the 
channel—threg feet higher than during 
the June rise of last year, and the 
highest point reached since the great flood 
of 1867. There is . to-day scarcely 
a foot of uncovered land in the entire country 
west of the St. Paul flatlands over which the 
waters are not now running riot. Old 
residents there affirm that, although they 
have frequentiy seen the water cover 
the lowlands, they have never known 
the current so strong as to sweep over 
them with such overwhelming velocity as 
it is doing to-day. Thecurrent carried away 
the bank on which Fifth-street is built this 
morning, and there is only asingle road re- 
maining uncovered between river and bluff. 
A visit to the scene to-day found hundreds of 
houses isoiated by water and the occupants busy 
moving. The sidesof the raised embankment 
were filled in many places with all manner of 
household effects which had been brought in 
boats from the inundated residences, and 
around which were the owners watching 


and guarding the same while awaiting 
the arrival of vehicles to transport the goods 
to some place of safety. Through the 
small bridges the water was rushing with tre- 
mendous velocity, and particularly through 
the second from the main bridge there was 
found a current only less strong and impetu- 
ous than the river itself. This current bore 
down and against the houses below and 
with such force as to plainly indicate that they 
must soon succumb to the terrible pressure ex- 
erted upon them. In fact, some of the dwell- 
ings had already careened and a startling ob- 
liquity was visible, which argued forcibly 
against their ability to withstand the test 
much longer. 

At the bridge near the bluffs, the east pier 
had already commenced showing signs of 
weakness, and a force of men was at work re- 
pairing the same with rock, an immense 
——, of which was thrown in before the 
threatened danger was averted. About 8 
o’clock the lumber from Prince & Hollow’s 
lumber-yard, estimated at 250,000 feet, wus 
— off, much of it passing through the 
small bridge midway of Bridgestreet. Men 
were hard at work securing the same, 
but it is robable that much of 
it will be lost. Several dead cattle also passed 
through under the bridge and were carried off 
down stream. Nearly all houses are emptied 
to-night and inhabitants to the number of 
several hundred are disposed of as best 
they can be in public buildings and houses 
of citizens. A movement has been started for 

ublic aid to furnish tents for the homeless. 

ispatches from all around show that the 
water is stationary in the Upper Mississippi 
but still rising in Lower Minnesota, promising 
a continuance of the flood here some days 
yet. With the strong currents and eddies 
now forming, many buildings must be carried 
away before the water subsides. The water is 
rapidly rising at points on the Mississippi be- 
low here, and the scenes now enacting here 
may be repeated therein a few days. The St. 
Croix is also rising through the backing up of 
the water in the Mississippi. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 27.—The river has fallen 
10 inches here. further fall of 18 inches is 
reported at Sioux City. Information having 
been received at Nebraska City that many peo- 

le living on the river north of that city were 
in great peril, one of the ferry-boats 
started out yesterday and‘ rescued nearly 
200 men, women, and children, some of 
whom had been without food two or three 
days, and were suffering extremely from hun- 
ger. These people were lodged in the opera- 
house, the City Hall, churches, and other pub- 
lic buildings. Three thousand dollars was 
raised in a very short time among citizens of 
Nebraska City for their city. They also res- 
cued people on the river bottoms south 
of that city in the same peril. A second 
ferry-boat went down and rescued about the 
same number, who were taken to the city. 
Eight thousand head of stock were lost by 
the flood. At Hamburg, Iowa, eight miles 
east of the river’s bank is fiooded with 
a foot deep of water.- More financial 
and other relief will be required hg now 
being housed and fed in Nebraska City than 
can be afforded at home, East Nebraska, on 
the Iowa side of the river, is entirely 
flooded, and all the inhabitants have 
been compelleé to abandon their houses 
and seek refuge in Nebraska City proper. 
Thousands of people along the river bottoms in 
Nebraska, Missouri, Iowa, and sas are 
homeless and destitute. Passengers, mail, and 
baggage trains arrived here same as the last 
few days, only done it more rapidly than here- 
tofore. It will be at least one week before the 
railroads get into the same shape as before the 
flood. 

St. JosepH, Mo., April 27.—The river at 
this point is 22 feet 6 inches above low-water 
mark, and rising slowly. Many families have 
been rescued ;from their inundated houses in 
the bottom lands during the day, generally in 
destitute circumstances. All the available 
fiat-boats have been in use removing peo- 
ple and stock. An old man and his 
wife, 76 to 80 years of age, were to-day res- 
cued from the Elmwood bottom, where they 
were living in a small one-story house, having 
been two or three days surrounded by the 
swift current, a mile from land, and the 
water two feet deep in the house. Two 
men, with skiffs, discovered them and 
brought them to this city. They had 
been in the water until their limbs 
were cramped and they were helpless. It is 
reported that Charles Mann and two women 
were drowned near Craig to-day in attempting 
to escape the flood inasmall boat. A train 


on the Creston branch for Chicago this morn-: 


ing ran into the water, which put the fire out, 
and had to back out and abandon the trip. 

ATCHISON, Kan., April 27.—Contrary to ex- 
pectations, the river has continued to rise 
steadily during the past 24 hours, and is 
now 22 feet 4 inches above low-water 
mark, and at least 20 inches above 
the level of the great flood of 1844. The Mis- 
souri Pacific Road continues to afford the only 
connection with the East, and it has to send its 
passengers and mails around by way of Topeka.

The plan adopted con- 
templates the operation of three lines of cars and 
the co-operation of the entire Police force. Re- 
serve squads of Police are to be stationed at dif- 
ferent points on each route, and on the gathering 
of any considerable crowd at any point word is to 
be sent at once to the nearest reserve squad, and 
the mob will be dispersed without any parleying. 
It is the purpose to _ use_ the clu 
freely in breaking up crowds, but other weapons 
wilt not be resorted to unless the mobs offer resist- 
ance to the Police. In that case there will be 
bayonet, powder, and ball used, The Police are 
to be prepared for every emergency, but not to re- 
sort to bloodshed unless it becomes absolutely 
necessary. The routes selected are through sec- 
tions of the city where the working classes are not 
numerously represented. Furthermore, the three 
lines run double tracks on a single street. This- 
gives the shortest distances to be patrolled and 
there are few corners to be turned.

A long 
argument had been listened to from the oppo- 
nent of oleomargarine and lard cheese. Mr. 
Crapser, with great simplicity, relied upon a 
show of fairness for his side. The permission 
was refused and the discussion postponed a 
week, 

The fight on this bill of Dr. Fenner promises 
to be exciting before it is over. It began 
early in the session, and has been kept up, 
chiefly through the Chautauqua ‘‘ push” fur- 
nished by Senator Sessions and Messrs. Fennea 
and Sheldon. The opening gun against the 
oleomargarine men was fired on-Feb. 16, 
in the shape of a resolution ; the pre- 
amble ‘to which, after’ alleging * that oleo- 
margarine was sold and that there was 
‘lard cheese in the market, went on: 

‘“ Whereas, These articles of food are-believed 
to be an injury to the public health, producing 


an increased mortality, and their manufacture 
and sale detrimental to the interest of the 
farming community of this State engaged in 
the legitimate production of genuine and un- 
adulterated butter and cheese; therefore be 
it—” and the Public Health Committee wag 
told to look into the matter. The committee 
has just submitted the result of its investiga- 
tion, which was completed on April 7, anda 
|) aphzam of the 274 pages is not uninteresting. 
tappears from a glance at these pages that 
nearly all the time of the committee was em- 
ployed in ascertaining beyond dispute whether 
pa pag map and lard cheese were made and 
sold. They unquestionably did find that these 
products are in the markets, the manufac 
turers’ descriptions of their processes 
appearing in full in the testimony. There is. 
some testimony to show that oleomargarine 
and lard cheese have both been sent abroad, 
and that no one except the men who manufac- 
ture these articles were very positive that 
they could have distinguished the imitation 
products from genuine ones if they had been 
called upon or desired to do so. The oppo- 
nents of the oleomargarine go so far as to sug- 
est that ‘‘adulterations” of butter or cheese 
colored green or blue, although one of the 
witnesses admitted that the colorings now used 
in dairy butter are injurious. illiam Jef- 
freys, one of the witnesses, testified that if 
cheese was a poor imitation and bad adultera- 
tion the ‘‘ goods might be almost unsalable,”’ 
and then the committee elicited the following 
very entertaining information: 

“*Q.—What would be the difference in price be- 
tween this commodity and an entire skim cheese 
to-day in this market ? A.—That commodity whick 
be hold in your hand is supposed to: be lard 
cheese. 

““Q.—Yes, the sample that was brought here; 
what would be the difference in value? A.—Ba 
tween an entire skim cheese ? 

_ ‘*Q.—Hard skim? A.—Several cents a pound. 
- “*Q.—This would be worth several more? A.— 
“It would bring several cents more on the market 


’ provided the party did not know it was-an adul« 


terated cheese.” 


The uncertainty of this witness or his testi- 
mony is matched by that of Mr. Alexander 
McAdams, an expert, who had been testing 
200,000 to 300,000 boxes-of cheese a year. The 
first’: sample of lard cheese he had ever 
***caught’”’ he captured the morning he wags 
examined,‘ strangely’ enough. .Dr.* Fenner, 
asked: 

“ Q,—Have = any specimen ofthat Illinois lard 
cheese? A.—Yes, Sir. 

**Q.—Will you exhibit it? A. (Witmess produces 
specimen)—I only suspectit; I thought I could 
smell the lard in it, and I asked the man selling it, 
and he said he thought so too; I asked him who 
made it, and he gave me the man’s name, Mr. Oat- 
man, Dundee, Illinois, and that man.told me .last 
night that he was making it.” 

Of course, the general‘ public will be: most 
interested in the discovery, if any was made 
by the committee, that oleomargarine and 
lard cheese are injurious to health. After 
searching earefully through therevort, it has 
‘been impossible to;,discover that any of the 
committee, except’in one -solitary instance, 
asked whether the use of these imitations had 
increased mortality. There is certainly no re- 
sponse to the resolution ‘on that point of in- 
formation called for. In one part of the testi- 
mony is the statement of Prof. Michels that 
he found “cells of a very suspicious charac< 
ter’ in oleomargarine, and areport from Dr. 
W. H. Dallinger, of Liverpool, that the tem. 
perature at which the oil is extracted 
is not sufficiently high to destroy organisms in 
refuse fats. These two authorities, not fami 
.iar to general readers, appear on one side, and 
then the committee quote Prof.- Chandler, 
whose analysis of oleomargarine is given, with 
his opinion that ‘‘ thereis no sanitary objec< 
tion whatever to the unrestricted manulac 
ture and sale~of this substance.’’ Prof. 
G. F. Barker, “of, the University of Penn- 


*sylvania, says the butterine ‘‘ is pure. and of 


excellent quality, is perfectly wholesome, and 
is desirable as an article of food,’ * * #* 
**whether considered from the physiological 
or commercial stand-point.’’ Prof. Morton’s 
opinion is that ‘‘it containsnothing whatever 
which is injurious as an article of diet.”’ Prof. 
Johnson, of Yale, says the ‘‘ imitation” butter 
is ‘entirely attractive and wholesome,’’ and 

alf adozen other scientific men lend their 
names to approve of the product. Not the 
least interesting testimony is thatof the award 
of the judges.at-the Fair of the American In- 
stitute in 1878, expressing approval .of oleo- 
margarine. 

Of course,-the dairy-section ;men are prin- 
.cipally concerned-in carrying ‘out’ the wishes 
of their constituents, and most of them are 
constrained to oppose the oleomargarine pro- 
duction. The greater the agitation of the sub- 
ject the bitterer become the mutual crimina< 
tions. Last night, after the debate, one gen-< 
tleman here who is anxiousto have the Fenner 
bill killed, said he — it would be a good 
thing for him to produce and read, in the 
House, a list of the ‘“‘ honest’? dairymen, pro- 
prietorsof creameries, who buy and use the but- 
ter-oil in the production of ‘‘creamery” butter. 
Mr. —— who rather too frankly admits 
he is “directly interested” in the Fenner bill, 
will endeavor to have the first section, stricken 
out. That section provides that no imitation 
butter or cheese shall be colored. If Mr. 
Crapser can have that amended so as to pro-~ 
hibit the coloring of all butter and cheese, he 
will be satisfied. It remains to be seen which : 
side in this fight is most ‘‘infiuential.”” The 
lobbyists here say that this subject is more 
interesting to them than any which has yet 
come to their notice.

THE ADJOURNMENT QUESTIONS. 
MANY REPUBLICANS AVERSE TO CONSIDER- 


ING THE MATTER AT PRESENT. 
AuBany, April 27.—During the morning 
session of the Assembly to-day, and while the 
body was busy passing bills, an invitation was 
sent out by the Caucus Committee requesting 
Republican members to remain fora short 
time after adjournment. At 2 o'clock, while 


the Democrats were going out, Speaker Sharpe ; 
called the Republican members to order, nom- | 


inated Mr. I. S. Carpenter, of Dutchess, as 
Chairman, and then, taking the floor himself, 
stated that it had been at the requestof a large 
number of members that the caucus had been 
called to consider the question of fixing upon a 
day for final adjournment. 


Mr. Raines, of Ontario, promptly moved, in | 


order to ascertain the sense of the caucus, that 
“We do not now consider the question of fix- 
ing a day for final adjournment.” Mr. Hurd, 
of Erie, thought it important to discuss the 


matter. There was no question that the people 
desired the Legislature speedily to finish its 
work, But there were duties to be performed. 
The tax bills were to be passed, and the Repub- 
licans, who have been in the majority in both 
houses for several years, are expected to re- 
vise these laws. It might inflict injury upon 
the Republican Party to hastily fix a day for 
adjournment. Mr. Congdon called attention 
to the fact that the Railroad.Commission bill 
was still in the Senate Railroad Committee, 
and other bills were held by tbat body, 
and that no one could tell what 
would be the result of fixingaday. Hethought 
it would be better to wait 10 days. Mr. 
Draper, of Albany, differed with all the speak- 
ers. He believed the Legislature would do 


just as much workif it would decide to ad- | 


journ on the 18th or 19th of May, as it would 
if it decided to remain longer. By fixing a 
day, important measures would come to the 
top, and iess important ones would be 
put back. The universal experience of mem- 
bers was that there was as much left over here 
if the House adjourned late as if it adjourned 
early. ‘For once,” said he, “I want to go 
home.” Mr. Raines expressed his astonish- 
ment that an Albany member, who only lived 
a block away, should be anxious for ad- 
journment. For his part, with all due 
respect to the upper House, he had 
not too much confidence in the Senators and 
was opposed to putting the House into its 
power. Dr. Hayes reminded the caucus that 
in four out of the six years he had been a 
member the Assembly had made this mistake 
of handing itself over.to the Senate. ‘‘ Then 
the streets of New-York are not yet clean,” 
said he, ‘‘ and we've got to passa bill to clean 
them.” 

Gen. Sharpe then took the floor, and, like 
some of the other speakers, he, too, intimated 
the lack of confidence felt by the Assembly— 
and some people outside of the Legislature—in 
the Senate. ‘‘I believe,’ said he, ‘‘ we ought 
to get home as soon as we can. The 
people would be gled to get us_ back, 

ut I am anxious the Senate should not 
deserve any criticism for its action on bills of 
public and particular importance. If we pass 
the resolution introduced by the gentleman 
from Onondaga (Mr. Alvord) to adjourn May 
4, the Senate would pass that resolution. If 
they should adjourn now they would not have 
time to consider the Railroad Commission 
bill, and the Assembly would _ not 
have time to take out the tax bills. I believe 
it is not yet time to consider this question.”’ 
Mr. Butler, of Warren, expressed the anxiety 
of the farmers to get home. Mr. Draper ad- 
mittedjthe tenor of the speeches was against him, 
but admitted his doubts about the possibility 
of forcing the Senate. If they were against a 
bill, they would probably remain so as long as 
it was necessary. Mr. Draper’s motion, that 
the day of final adjournment be May 17, was 
lost, and a substitute for Mr. Raines’s motion, 
offered by Mr. Carpenter, of Suffolk, was 
adopted, as follows: ‘‘ That it is the sense of 
this caucus that no resolution fixing the day 
for final adjournment shall be considered by 
the Republicans of the Assembly within 10 
days.’”? The caucus then adjourned.

NO FREE CANALS AT PRESENT, 
YESTERDAY'S DISCUSSION IN THE SENATE

SECRETARY WINDOM TO TAKE AN APPEAL TO 


THE SUPREME COURT. 


The following correspondence has passed 
within a few days between some of the leading 
sugar importers of this City and the Secretary of 
the Treasury fi relation to the sugar tariff of 1875, 
as construed under the order of Secretary Sher- 
man. issued in September, 1879. The writers of the 
original letter to Secretary Windom are 8. & W. 
Welsh, whose suit forthe recovery of excessive 
duties claimed to have been exacted from them by 
Collector Merritt was tried in the United States 
Circuit Court, before Judge Wallace and a jury, 
about 10 days ago. In that suit, which was a test 
case, the Messrs. Welsh obtained a verdict against 
the Government for over $8,000. A large number 
of similar suits is awaiting trial, and itis said that 
the issue involved will decide whether the Govern- 
ment shall or shall not refund about $1,000,000 to 
the sugar trade in this City:

| Treasury, requesting that the importers be given 


a hearing at the department before the de- 
cision is made whether a writ of error 
shall be taken from the decision of the court. in 
order to have the question at issue reviewed by the 
Supreme Court. Inthe case reterred to, the Judge 
of the Circuit Court ruled that, although the sugars 
in question were proved to have been artificially 
colored in the vacuum pan or centrifugal, for the 
purpose of giving them a dark color, so as to be 
introduced at a lower rate of duty than would 
be otherwise assessed upon them, they must 


be classified as of their apparent dark color. 
It is understood that the court ruled in substance 


; that only the outside color could be regarded by’ 


the Customs officers, unless the sugar was colored 
after passing through the centrifugal, which is the 
last process in the mantfacture. This view is di- 
rectly opposite to that held by the Judge of the 
Circuit Court in the Perot case, tried in Baltimore 
in 1877, where it was held that any false color given 
the sugar after it had orystallized in the vacuum 
pan might be disregarded by the Customs officers, 
and the sugar classified at the true color. If 
the recent ruling at New-York is sustained 
by the Supreme Court, all centrifugal sugars, 
however pure, if colored dark, will be admitted as 
of the lowest class and pay the lowest rate of duty. 
Upon this theory, it is said by Treasury officers, 
sugars that pay a4 cents duty would be rated at 
less than 234 cents, and although manifestly dis- 
guised in color, and of the verv highest quality, 
Customs officers would be compelled to admit them 
at the rate charged upon the very lowest sugars 
known tothe market. Tothe request of the im- 
porters the Secretary of the Treasury has replied 
that he had already decided to have a writ of error 
sued out in the cese of Welsh against Merritt, 
by which the caso would be taken to the 
Supreme Court, and that a hearing upon the 
question was therefore unnecessary. He also in- 
formed them that the existing orders of the de- 
partment upon the subject will remain in force 
unti! the decision of the Supreme Court is made 
known. The amount involved in these questions 
is said to be more than $1,000,000, and as tho views 
of the Judge who tried the case in New-York are 
in direct conflict with os of the Judge who tried

DIVERSE VIEWS OF THEIR MUTUAL 

i RELATIONS. 

THE DUTY OF AMERICAN CRITICS TOWARD 
AMERICAN ARTISTS—THE QUESTION OF 
NATIONALITY TO BE EXCLUDED—MERIT 


THE SOLE BASIS OF PRAISE. 


Frorenez, April 1.—Know-nothingism 
in politics having been such a dead failure in 
the United States, it is with surprise that I 
perceive that the principle in petto is started 
anew here by a few American artists as re- 
gards their personal calling and interests. The 
idea in itself is as unwise as its literal applica- 
tion would be injurious to a genuine school of 
American art. Nevertheless, as presented, it 
is so speciously plausible to the unreflecting 
mind that it merits an examination and refu- 
tatior, particularly as there is a disposi- 
tion shown to attack the motives and 


actions of those who do not adopt 
similar views. First, I must define 
know-nothingism in art ag I compre- 
hend the wishes and opinions of its advocates ; 
and, secondly, lest the more sensible artists 
here be mixed up with the sustainers of this 
one-sided theory and extravagant claims, I 


must state who they are and analyze their pre- 


tensions, taking their names from the memo- 
rial in which their grievances were embodied 
and their wishes expressed to the American 
Government with a view of having promo- 


tions abroad made to suit their personal inter-, 


ests, On this I donot propose to enlarge, being 
persuaded our Government understands per- 
fectly its own duties and objects, and needs no 
tutoring from any source. 

That which directly concerns my vocation, 
as a writer who makes art his special topic, is 
the illogical notion that an American, be he a 
critic, officer, or amateur, is to be governed in 
his opinions and preferences of one work of art 


over another—not by its quality, but the na- 
tionality of the maker. In plain words, the 
claim would seem to be that an American is 
particularly bound to buy of an American 
whether he can get better or cheaper art of 
foreigners or not, while a writer must never 
express a critical judgment in any degreo 
unfavorable in a business sense to their inter- 
ests, but use his pen to ‘‘ encourage”? American 
art; which, being sifted of all fine patriotic 
phraseology, means simply that he is to make 
himself uniformly pleasant to their self-esteem 
and complaisant to their pecuniary ambitions, 
under penalty of being denounced as hostile to 
American art and an unworthy citizen if he 
fail to meet the full measure of their require- 
ments. I admit that it is a duty, as it is a 
pleasure, for an American critic to exalt Amer- 
ican art, whenever he ean conscientiously do 
so; not because its author was born on Cape 
Cod or in far-off Alaska, but on its own merits 
judged by the highest standards of universal 
art. A sincere critic is not a paid advocate 
of any private interest. His duty is to the 
great public, looking at things as wholes, 

Beye, genius and talent with fortify- 
ing words when he may, but always keeping 
in view the true meaning and purpose of art 
proper, which is the universal language of the 
human race, intelligible by all in proportion 
to individual culture, not of mere words, but 
of sympathies, sentiments and ideas. A critic 
has no right, therefore, to sacrifice the public 
for the individual any more than a Judge in 
court in hearing a case. At the same time, if 
he sees that an artist of any race is showing 
exceptional merit in any direction, he is bound, 
in the interest of the public and of art, to 
make it clear to the world, with the additional 
satisfaction of aiding genius to rise by becom- 
ing sooner appreciated than it can be if left 


unnoticed by the press. 

On the other hand, a writer is equally bound 
to expose poor or bad art which claims to pass 
for whatitis not. Any artist, like a writer or 
a manufacturer, in offering his goods to the 
public, challenges competitive, as well as par- 
ticular, criticism, and must succeed or fail just 
in proportion as he excels in his special voca- 
tion or strikes the popular taste. If unwilling 
to submit to these salutary tests he had better 
put in no appearance whatever. A critic, 
therefore, is right in assuming that when a 
work of artis offered for sale or inspection, 
and artists put forth claims to make monu- 
ments for the nation which are to proclaim to 
all the coming centuries the taste and ideas of 
ours, they invite those who have aright to a 
voice in the matter as to whatfashion they shall 
be, to express it with a view both of getting 
the best for the money paid and for the repu- 
tation of the nation itself. Competition and 
discussion are as much needed in art as in other 
things. Nations and tastes are fast becoming 
international in all that appertains to it. The 
sooner our artists recognize this fact, and not 
only accept it as stimulating and widening 
their own field of action, the better for them 
and for us. In all other matters of civilization 
our people ask only a fair field and no favor. 
I believe the time is coming when America 
will be as renowned for her schools of art as 
for her mechanical and industrial successes. 
Know-nothingism must give way to the larger, 
manlier idea. The few disappointed artists 
can no mote stop its progress than Dame 
Partington could mop up the Atlantic 
Ocean with a broom. American amateurs, 
as fast as they become cultivated in 
art, will supply their esthetic wants from the 
best sources without heeding certificates of 
baptism or the color of passports, and laugh to 
scorn claims on their purses from ties of 
boundary lines. To extend this ome oe no 
Bostonian should purchase of a New-Yorker 
simply to stimulate home manufacture. In 


‘time, after much bickering, jealousy, and ill- 


blood, by unflagging elimination of outside ele- 
ments, we might reduce civilization to its 
original clan and family barbarisms, and be- 
come so many Bedouins. Where would art be 
in this state of things ? The plain truth is, that 
some persons look on the great outside world 
so closely through the diminutive spectacles of 
their own petty interests that they can get no 
view of anything beyond. 

That this is the case with the Florentine 
memorialists to the State Department who 
have eyes solely for the works of the Know- 
nothings of American art abroad, is very evi- 
dent, when we pass in review the chief names 
and their works. Stout old Donatello left 
Padua, where he had enviable honors and com- 
missions, and was flattered by-everybody, lest 
he should forget allhe knew. He returned to 
Florence to get back to an atmosphere of 
wholesome criticism and competition, which 
would force him to work and acquire glory. 
Mark, he does not say money, the modern cry 
but fame, With a littleof this spirit and 
plenty of devotion to art our complaining 
artists might er themselves in a position to 
keep pace with the world about them, which 
stops for no man, not even a Know-nothing. 
But this type of an artist desires an atmos- 
phere, not of truth, but of flattery only, which 
would effectually ruin any prospect there might 
be of his improvement, and doom the public to 
stale repetitions of mediocre work, of which 
they are gon tired. And this is the key to 
their real position. Mr. Ball and the two 
sons of Hiram Powers, the only signers of 
repute among the sculptors to the Know-noth- 
ing memorial, are representatives of a past 
condition of American sculpture as regards 
the public. It.has outgrown their standards. 
I affirm that Hiram Powers, judged by the 
strict canons of ideal art, never execu any 
work that can give him enduring rank as a 
sculptor. Strictiy speaking, he never was an 
artist; for the smooth cutting of marble into 
superficial hiiman shapes, with little or no ex- 
pression and character, and absence of subtle 
modeling, does not constitute an artist. In 
the “California” and ‘‘Passing Away,’ he 
barely — the ridiculous in trying to be 
sentimental. After the unreasoning adulation 
with which his works were held, it is uncom- 
fortably certainly to have to face the truth, by 
the riper standard of a generation which at 
least knows a great deal more about art than 
its predecessor in America, Sculptors who 
follow in his track now and look up to him as 
their immaculate model must not blame the 
public and critics if they fail of being recog- 
nized as great sculptors, 

Anew generation of Italian sculptors has 
also arisen which is quite as much ahead of 
the standards of their immediate past as the 
better American artists of to-day are of those 
of Horatio Greenough, Hiram Powers, and 
their contemporaries. ° These men have a su- 
-perior artistic training in general to our men,

An Italian sculptor, even i only of equal skill, 
if he can set up a dozen new ideal figures of 
original invention in one year, as does Albano, 
has an advantage over the slow man who takes 
a year or more for one figure which Know- 
no cannot do away or private solici- 
tation counterpoise, whether critics shut their 
mouths or not. 

As asculptor, Thomas Ballis a marked ad- 
vance over Hiram Powers. He has a more 
delicate sense of form, more varied idealism, 
and a keener feeling for art. His ideal work 
is of a higher character and meaning. It sig- 
nifies progress in our school. His model of 
Col. Bigelow Lawrence’s horse, Black Prince, 
on which his Washington is poised in Boston, 
shows d nt study of the animal, and is 
effective. ut when we look on his later por- 
trait statues, especially Quin and Sumner, 
it must be confessed that he is disappointing. 
Without going to the full lengths of the Boston 
critic, who says that the Quincy “‘is a libel 
and an outrage on the taste of the 
city;’ ‘an example of almost every- 
thing that a statue should not be;”’ ‘an 
eyesore,” &c., or of Wendell Phillips’s more 
caustic remarks, it is evident that Ball has not 
kept pace with the intelligence and expecta- 
tions of his countrymen, and has no right to 
accuse them of hostility to American art, if 
they fail to patronize him to the extent of his 
wishes. It does not better his claims to offer 
to make statues at the mere cost of manufac- 
ture for Boston, if Bostonians already have a 
surfeit of his works. They will give the oppor- 
tunity to the newer men of promise, and if 
they fail as he has, will try others, until a 
higher platform of art is reached, equal to the 
Nation’s oceasion. This may be hard on the 
individual who looks to reap what he has not 
sown, but no fictitious hue and cry of ‘‘enmity 
to American artists,” as against the critics or 
public, will divert the great laws of progress 
and competition from moving in their appoint- 
ed course. 

The above-named sculptors are not the only 
ones who feel the effects of the general Ameri- 
can growth of art-culture, Among the signers 
of the memorial figures H. R. Newman, the 
water-colorist, representing another passing 
type of American art, for the fading out of 
which the country should feel grateful as a 
healthful symptom of its art progress. 
The fact that his showy drawings 
are now bought chiefly by Englishmen, 
if it does not indicate a high degree of sesthetic 
sensitiveness on their part, is really a cause of 
congratulation to ourselves as a people. For 
it shows that we are passing out of the primi- 
tive stages of art knowledge and likings into the 
deeper passion for meaning, character, and 
beauty. A barren draughtsman-like accuracv 
of superficial form and color, a monotonous 
imitation of external appearances, imperfect 
perspective, the human figure colored and 
drawn like Nuremberg toys, incapacity of 
composing a picture in an esthetic sense, ab- 
sence of atmosphere, sentiment, and delicate 
harmony of coloring, are essential artistic de- 
fects which no amount of painstaking 
industry or topographical observation of 
general forms can compensate to the critical 
eye. The quality of Mr. Newman’s art is just 
that which gives superficial satisfaction to 
beginners in their art education. Hence its 
success is necessarily transitory as art, but it 
has its value as a species of architectural and 
genre record of interesting localities in those 
olden cities which are rapidly losing their an- 
cient features. Wemay all thank Mr. New- 
man for this much, without indorsing any per- 
sonal grievance by the hostility of any critic 
to American art. Moreover, practically he 
is an internationalist, for he paints chiefly 
for the English market, and very sen- 
pris A sells wherever he can sell best, 
without inquiry as to the birthplace of a buyer. 
It is natural that an artist who has had con- 
siderable success and been much admired, in 
feeling the ground slipping from under his feet. 
and seeing others with superior claims taking 
his place in the public favor, should not be 
overjoyed, and we can pardon some irritation 
of feeling. Asa water-colorist, Mr. Newman 
cannot fail to see that his old public are being 
educated to a higher standard by the superior 
tre Botiban of Checini, Elizabeth Murray, and 

r, Bellhouse, in Florence, their works possess- 
ing those qualities of forcible composition, 
strength of color, accurate drawing, local tone 
and sentiment in which he fails. Americans 
discover this, and naturally prefer the better 
to the poorer work, 

it is, however, a little surprising to find Mr. 
Duvenenck in the ranks of the Know-nothings. 
This gentleman has in himself the elements of 
a distinguished artist, but is hampered by a 
false theory, which makes him halt half-way. 
At all events, he has a strong artistic impulse 
and freedom of hand in the management of 
his material, and is to be credited with a dispo- 
sition to free himself from old conventional 
trammels and strike out a fresh and forcible 
way as to producing artistic effects by short- 
hand methods. His theory borders on that of 
the so-called impressionists, without accepting 
itin tull. It looks more to remarkable effects 
by slight means than uniform painting after 
the complete standards of the old masters. 
Three of his Ls judging by their studies for 

ictures—CharlestH. Freeman, of Philadelphia ; 

. Andrews, of Towa, and Mr. Pendleton, of 
Baltimore—evince ability of nomeanorder. A 
Moor’s head, by Freeman, is quite in the style 
of Fortuny, good in modeling and brilliant and 
harmonious in color and spirited in character. 
The street in Venice of Andrews indicates a 
disposition to paint solidly well, with correct 
local tone and feeling, All seem on the right 
track, as young men, to add a fresh impetus of 
progress to American painting. Mr. Duve- 
nenck must be careful that his pupils do not get 
ahead of him. In concluding this long letter, 
which is largely prompted by my alleged hos- 
tility to American art, I can only add, in the 
style of Patrick Henry when accused of treason 
in criticising the acts of the British Govern- 
ment before the Colonial House of Burgesses 
of Virginia, if this be treason to American 
art, gentlemen of the chisel and palette, then 
make the most of it.

ING OWING TO THE SUPERIOR QUALITY 

OF THE DOGS—YESTERDAY’S AWARDS—

INCIDENTS. 


The attendance at the dog show yesterday 
was the largest ever known, except, perhaps, the 
second day of the first show, when Madison-Square 
Garden was crowded so that the aisles were almost 
impassable. Last evening, with nearly twice the 
room for promenading, the aisles in the American 
Institute Building were covered with spectators 
and locomotion was a matter of difficulty. The 
class of visitors was, as usual, very select, and 
there was another grand display of elegant toilets. 
Among the thousands present during the day were:

Bergh, Mr. and Mrs, Bradish Johnson, President

and his party paid ashort visit to the show in the 
morning, and expressed themselves as delighted, 
both with the quality of the dogs and the perfec- 
tion of the arrangements. 

The judges worked hard, and disposed of 29 
classes before evening. In several cases they 
found the utmost difficulty in making selections, 
and a number of prizes were decided by the merest 
trifle. The greyhounds were an unusually fine 
class, there being 27 of them. The winner was 
easily the best dog, but it was very hard to choose 
after him, and Dr. Niven bestowed com- 
mendations liberally. Mr. Hammond had an even 
more difficult task with the pointers, particularly 
with the heavy dogs and the small bitches, and 
here, too, numerous commendations were given. 
The small dogs were fnot so good—that is to say, 
their general conformation was not typical of their 
class, but rather of the larger breed, and this was 
also true to a less extent of the bitches. Mr. Ham- 
mond was obliged to turn a number of splendid 
animals from the ring purely for this reason. Mr. 
Wise was equally puzzled to decide between the en- 
tries in the Irish setter classes and the Gordon'setter 
classes. The open dog class of the latter breed was 
an especially magnificent lot, and here, too, the 
judge was compelled to deal out commendations 
with a liberal hand. The beagies were likewise 
very fine and.so were the dachshunds. The collies 
were so good that Dr. Niven said it was a genuine 
pleasure to judgethem. There were several excel- 
lent bull-dogs and so many splendid bull terriers 
were shown that the judge was a long tjmein 
making up his mind between them. To-day, being 
ladies’ day, will be devotedto the judging of the 
little pet animals after the remaining classes of 
sporting dogs are cleared away, which will be done 
early this morning. The judging is one of the 
greatest attractions of the exhibition. The animals 
show to much greater advantage when together 
and on their feet than when lying down separated 
in stalls, and crowds constantly surround the rings 
gazing upon them with delight. It is an interesting 
study to watch the scene presented when 
a large class is under judicial inspection. The 
owners, realizing that their dogs have more confi- 
dence in their presence, generally insist on leading 
them into the ring themselves, and the spectacle is 
consequently presented of dignified gentlemen in 
faultless attire—gray beards some of them—patient- 
ly marching around the sawdust inclosure for per- 
haps an hour at a time, their countenances exhibit- 
ing the most intense anxiety and suspense. When 
the ladies’ pets come to be judged to-day the scene 
will be a different, but a hardly less interesting, 
one. The men generally take their disappointment 
good-naturedly, but the women cannot be made to 
believe that their respective animals are not each 
the best. 

There were few incidents to note yesterday. 
The dogs have quieted down, and now nearly all 
feel at home in their few quarters. Owing to the 
good ventilation, the Strict cleanliness observed, 
the liberal use of disinfectants, the roomy stalls, 
and the excellent care generally taken of them, 
their health has been of the best. There have been 
no accidents of any kind, and no foolhardy 
person has been bitten. One large mastiff 
developed extraordinary good-nature yesterday 
and held out his paw to all visitors to 
shake. He had a levee all day such as few suc- 
cessful politicians have ever enjoyed. Mr. R. Leh- 
man, owner of the mastiffs Cesar, Juno, and their 
puppy, tacked a sign over their stall yesterday 
bearing the legend: “Look at me and my wife 
and child, and then at our prizes,” which 
consisted of third in the bitch class to 
Juno. The managers-ordered it removed, but Mr. 
Lehman expiained that it was merely a take-off cn 
Mr. Mason’s manifesto, and was not intended as 
any reflection upon the judges. A Customs officer 
visited the Institute yesterday and hada conference 
with Mr. Mason. When the latter brought his dogs 
over he had them passed free on the statement 
that be | were intended for exhibition only, and 
during the show he has had circulars distributed 
offering them forsale. This is supposed to have 
been the occasion of the interview. Mr. Mason has 
certainly a magnificent lot of dogs, and they have 
taken prizes in nearly. every class in which they 
have becn entered. The National American Ken- 
nel Club held a meeting in the building during the 
afternoon, but transacted only routine business.

REGULATING INSURANCH AND OTHER MAT- 


TERS—LIGHT WORK FOR WOMEN. 


HARRISBURG, April 27.—In the State Senate 
to-day, among the bills passed finally was the act 
to provide for the incorporation and regulation of 
mutual assessment corporations for the insurance 
of lives. This bill is a supplement to the act es- 
tablishing an insurance department, and provides 
that mutual assessment'companies must, before be- 
ing chartered, have not less than $500,000 worth of 
insurance taken, and 2 per cent. of cash premiums 
paidin, It does not apply to benevolent or chari- 
table companies, but is intended to prevent the in- 
crease of the number of speculative insurance 
companies whose practices have become so noto- 
rious in this State. House bill No. 274 was re- 
In 
its present shape, the bill provides that the Re- 
corder of Philadelphia shall receive $10,000 salary 
per annum, to be paid cut of the fees collected, 
the surplus to be paid into the State Treasury 
monthly. .It places the appointment of mercantile 
appraisers in; the hands of the Recorder. In the 
House to-day, the Senate resolution providing for 
final adjournment was amended by changing the 
date from May 19to May 26. The resolution was 


then postponed. The Senate devoted the after- 
noon to eulogizing the late ex-Gov. Bigler, and the 
House considered bills on second reading. 
Representative Ruddiman will to-morrow pre- 
sent to the House his report of the investigation of 
the motive for, and soundness of, the Attorney- 
General's opinion regarding the pay of legislators. 
The report covers 82 pages of closely written legal 
cap paper. Init Mr. Ruddiman takes issue with 
the Attorney-General. He quotes from the same 
cases quoted by him, placing an entirely different 
construction on the law, and aims to refute the 
arguments advanced by the Attorney-General. The 
report has been awaited with interest, and if it is 
as —— and convincing as is reported, it will be 
accepted by the Legislature asa vindication from 
the discredit cast upon it by the Attorney-Gener- 
al’s opinion. The Legislative Annortionment bill, 
mentioned in last night’s dispatch to Taz Tres, 
was reported to the Housethistwerencon, Ifthe 
bill becomes a law in its present shape, and the 
State should vote as it didin the Presidential con- 
test of 1880, the Republicans would elect 35 of the 
50 Senators and 136 of the 208 members, and the op- 
position would elect 15 Senators and 67 members, 
giving the Republicans 89 majority on joint ballot. 
The House to-night gave a hearing to represen- 
tatives of the Woman's Silk-culture Association of 
the United States, who stated the purposes and 
aims of the association. Ex-Gov. Pollock intro- 
duced the lady speakers with an eloquent address, 
in which he lauded their undertaking and bespoke 
for them an attentive hearing. He introduced 
the President of the association, Mrs. John 
Lucas, of Philadelphia, who made a long and 
interesting statement of the object of the 
association, which is to instruct the women and 
children of the working classes in the culture of 
silk-worms and the proper treatment of the co- 
coons for the production of silk, by means of 
which they would be provided with light, 
agreeable, and remunerative employment. 
The advantages presented by this country 
for silk-culture were enlarged upon, as 
well as the great benefit that would 
accrue to all classes of society by the proper en- 
couragement and development of the silk indus- 
try. Mrs. Lucas was followed by Mrs. Haven, of 
the Finance Committee of the association, who 
made a short but spirited and able speech on the 
subject. Mrs. Haven is a daughter of the Jate polit- 
ical economist, Henry Carey. Mrs. Unger, Chairman 
of the Instruction Committee of the association, 
also made a very interesting speech, in the course 
of which she read several letters strongly com- 
mendatory of the association and its work from 
Judge A. W. Tourgee, who was expe:ted to be 
present, but who was detained at home by iiiness. 
Speeches were made and questions asked 
by members of the Legislature. The object 
of the ladies is to secure a_e small 
appropriation to enable them to continue 
and enlarge their work, and the purpose of to- 
night’s meeting was to give the legislators an idea of 
the character of the work and the claims it pre- 
sents to favorable consideration. At ths conclu- 
sion of the addresses the members examined the

THE BUESSER MURDER TRIAL. 


— 


TESTIMONY OF THE PRISONER—HIS WIFA 
CORROBORATES HIS EVIDENCE. . 
At the trial of Christian G. Schroeder for 


the murder of Jacob Buesser, in Judge Knapp’s 
court, in Jersey City, yesterday, the defense 
opened, and Schroeder testified in his own behalf. 
He said that on the evening of the shooting him- 
self and wife disputed, about the bringing of his sis- 
ter to this country. The husband wanted her ta 


come, the wife didn't. The wife asked him not te 
talk as loudly as he had been talking, and he re 
torted by asking if she was afraid of the Buessers. 
Presently the Buessers pushed their way into the 
room. Mrs. Schroeder ordered them out, but they 
thrust her aside. Schroeder seized his gun, which 
had been loaded to shoot birds with, and the two 
Buesser brothers seized it by the barrel. In the 
struggie for the gun Schroeder was hauled acrosy 
the floor. The gun-hammer struck against tha 
plastering of the wall closet and was discharged, 
and Jacob Buesser, who stood at the muzzle, was 
shot. When the defense called Mrs. Schroeder, 
the prisoner’s wife, as a witness in her husband's 
behalf, there was a stir in the court-room. Her 
appearance as a witness had been anticipated 
with much interest. She is the first woman 
that ever testified in a court of justice in 
New-Jersey in behalf of her husband. Up ta 
the time of the meeting of the last Legisla- 
ture, a wife could not testify for her husband, or @ 
busband for his wife, at the trial of either for 
crime. Besides the Buessers Mrs, Schroeder was the 
only witness of the affray, and to enable her to tell 
at the trial of her husband what she saw and 
heard the Legislature this year passed two acts. 
One permitted her to be a witness for her husband 
if she offered herseif as a witness: the other per- 
mitted her to be a witness if the defendant offered 
or produced her as a witness. 

When Mrs. Schroeder stepped to the book to be 
sworn yesterday, Mr. MvGill asked by whom ske 
was offered. 

“ By the defense.”’ returned Counselor Newbold. 

“ Under which of these acts 7” asked District At« 
torney McGill, *‘ that enabling her to testify if she 
offers herself, or that enabling her to testify if the

“Do you offer yourself as a witness for your hus« 
band?” Mr. Newbold asked of Mrs. Schroeder.

Judge Knapp said that the defense had offered 
her also; thatthe offer was a waiver of an objec- 
tion that the defense may hereafter make to 
having testified if she should prove to be a disas- 
trous witness for that side, and directed the 
woman to be sworn. Her testimony wasin exact 
corroboration of that given by her husband. The 
trial will probably be closed, and the case given to 
the jury to-day.

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THE CARE: OF AN INSANE WIFE. 
& SUIT FOR SEPARATION-—THE BUSBAND OR- 
DERED TO PAY ALIMONY. 

A suit for separation and maintenance was 
before Judge Speir, in Superior Court, Ghambers, 
yesterday, on cross-motions. The plaintiff is Mrs. 
Emma Weinberg, by her next frieud, her father, 
August Klieves. She was married in this City, in 
1878, to Moses Weinberg, then a clerk, but now a 
jewelry merchant in Chicago. She became insane 
about a year aiter her marriage, and has ever since 
been demented. Her husband, after she had been 
examined by physicians, placed her in a private 
asylum for the insane at Batavia. Il. It is admit- 
ted that Weinberg treated her with admirable de- 


votion up to 1875. In that year he took her from 
the Batavia institution and put her into the State 
Asylum for the Insane at Elgin, Ill., where 
he kept her until August, 1880, in which 
onth her mother, with the consent of Mr. Wein- 
rg. brought her to this City. In January last 
Mr. Weinberg came here from Chicago and saw 
his wife’s relatives, He then refused to contribute 
to her maintenance in the Bloomingdale Asylum, 
‘where her father placed herlast Autumn. Mr. and 
Mrs. Klieves took legal aavice and began the 
present suit for separation and alimony, on the 
round that, as Mrs. Weinberg was badly treated 
fh the Elgin asylum, her husband acted cruelly 
and inhumanly in compelling her to remain there. 
An order of arrest was obtained and Mr. Weinberg 
was compelled, before being allowed to return to 
Chicago, to give a bond in $2,000 to respect any 
judgment that may be rendered against him in the 
action. 

The motions heard by Judge ged yesterda 
were, first, to vacate the order of arrest, and, 
second, for $25 a week alimony pending the litiga- 
tion.

THE WALLACE WILL CONTEST. 

In the continuation of the Wallace will case, 
before Surrogate Calvin, yesterday, an effort was 
made by counsel for the contestant, James Wallace, 
to prove that excessive drinking impaired the 
mental faculties of the decedent, and that his acts 
about the time he made his will were not rational. 
The only witness examined was Patrick McCor- 
mack, who testified that after 1868 Thomas P. 
Wallace became addicted to the vice of excessive 
indulgence in intoxicating beverages. Im May, 


1879, he went to Europe, whither he was accom- 
panied by the witness, James McGowan, and a 
man known as Capt. Leary. During the voyage 
Wallace drank a great deal of wine, and 
his conduct in a Dublin hotel subsequently 
was so boisterous that the proprietor requested 
him to leave. His hotel life in London was, the 
witness affirmed, marked by continual drinking. 
On the return voyage to New-York Wallace said he 
had seen a man thrown overboard through one of 
the port-holes of the Algeria, and told his traveling 
esompanions that he would have the Captain of the 
steamer and her crew arrested for manslaughter. 
During the last years of his life the decedent was 
subject to various hallucinations. On several oc- 
casions he imagined that men were entering his 
room to rob him, and would point at 
imaginary thieves when his friends and 
relatives endeavored to dispel the illusion. 
During the last week of his life he frequently 
got drink at his own request. Before he made his 
will, Mrs. McGowan, his sister, went into his room 
prying, and expressed the hope that he would leave 
her something, saying that she had nobody else to 
flepend on;for assistance. Mr. Henry L. Clinton, of 
counsel for the proponents, occupied the afternoon 
session of the court in cross-examining McCormack.

SHAKING AN EXPERT WITNESS. 

The habits, antecedents, and previous his- 
sory of George L. Stimpson, an expert for the de- 
fense in the Whittaker court-martial, were given a 
thorough overhauling by Judge-Advocate Gardner 
yesterday.

Ex-Second Assistant , Postmaster-General 
Brapy says that ‘‘all ‘this talk about rings 
and corruption comes?from disgraced con- 
tractors and would-be black-mailers,’’ and 
‘that had certain ‘“press brigands’’ been 
allowed to levy ‘tribute on himself 
and some virtuous; contractors, the public 
would have heard nothing about the star 
route scandals. People whose memory can 
go back ten years: will remember an abun- 
dance of talk of this character on behalf of 
the injured TwrEED, the immaculate 


SWEENY, and the:misrepresented ConNoLLy. 


They may also: remember that any “ press 
brigands’’ ‘who: engaged in that fray were 
hired to blacken the character and 
asperse .the motives of those who were 
attempting’to show a somewhat apathetic 
public that New-York was under the con- 
trol of a gang of thieves. Here, also, the 
star routesgang seems disposed to imitate 
the tactics of the Tweed Ring. The editor 
of a Washington newspaper which under 
all its ,recent changes of management has 
been the consistent apologist for official 
rascality and public plunder seems to have 
taken Brapy’s last sub-contract, in the shape 
pf an agreement to use the weapons of 
the blackguard against all who dare to 
question his employer’s honesty.

It 
looks as if what seemed a few days since a 
nuisance as interminable as it was intolera- 
ble were about to come to an end. 


The French march into Tunis, which 
seems designed to envelop the Kroumirs 
with three converging columns, in imitation 
of Russia’s final advance upon Khiva, will 
probably. be successful. Even should the 
growing excitement in Tripoli bring the lat- 
ter into the field for Tunis, the two States, 
with a joint population of 2,750,000 and an 
undisciplined rabble in place of an army, 
can make no stand against France. The 


Bey has evidently abandoned all thought of 
armed resistance, and trusts partly to the 


fanatic agitation kindled in Algeria by his 
fellow-Moslem§ and partly to the policy of 


posing before Christian Europe in the char- 
acter of a submissive martyr to injustice, as 
exemplified in his orders to the menaced 
towns to ‘‘ surrender under protest.’’ This 
policy, lately so successful with the Sultan— 


whose sympathy the Bey has just invited by 


a telegram—may, in the present temper of 
Italy, avail somewhat for the Bey likewise. 


The caucus of the Republican members of 
Assembly has resolved to wait for ten days 


before considering any proposal to fix the 
date of final adjournment. The chief reason 
for this action is that the fixing of a day 
now would place the control of Legisla- 


‘tive business in the hands of the Senate, 


and as the latter body is viewed with a 
good deal of distrust in the Assembly, it 
was thought best, on party as well as public 
grounds, to wait for some indication of 
the probable fate of important meas- 
ures now pending. Most of those 
who addressed the caucus seem _ to 
have been fully impressed with the 
danger of facing their constituents without 
having made at least the most urgently 
needed amendments of the tax laws, and 


«there was some very proper concern ex- 


pressed for the disposal of the Railroad 
Commission bill in the Senate. Had the Legis- 
lature made good use of its time, it might 
have been ready for adjournment a fortnight 
ago, and there would have been cordial 
public approval of the comparative brevity 
of the session. But it would bea decided 
mistake to attempt to make amends for 
tedious and unprofitable sittings by leaving 
some most important public measures un- 
finished. A little more industry, and per- 
haps also a trifle more honesty, on the part 
of both houses, will readily secure an ad- 
journment by the 18th of May, which shall 
involve neither the neglect nor the undoing 
of great public interests. 


Among the pending bills used’ as. argu- 
ments against an early adjournment of the 
Legislature the McCarthy charter amend- 
ments do not seem to have found a place. 
This may mean either that the Republicans 
in the Assembly believe that these can be 
promptly dealt with or that they do 
not propose to give them any serious 
attention at all. We fear that the latter is 
the more probable supposition, and it 
may seem like a wasteof time to urge that 
if the majority in the Assembly is to act on 
that view it will commit a blunder no 
less serious than its disregard of the 


wishes of the people of New-York in 
regard to the Street-cleaning bill. The 
agitation over that measure has 
brought home to the tax-payers of 
this City with a force not appreciated : be- 
fore how completely the‘control of their 


own affairs has been filched from them, and 
one of the chief issues of the Fall 
election will. certainly be the _ restora- 
tion to' New-York of the . right to gov- 
ern itself. A deliberate refusal by a 
Republican , Assembly to do anything to 
make the conduct of public business in this 
City more responsible, more economical, and 
more able will be a very heavy load 
for the party to carry. The course 
of the Senate has, in sundry vital 
points, been sufficiently open to censure, 
but it has afforded no such effective cry for 
local use against the Republican Party as 
would be the adhesion of the Assembly to 
an abortive street-cleaning bill and its re- 
fusal to pass any bill at all providing for 
more direct official responsibility, fewer 


offices, and better Municipal government.

TRUE AND FALSE PROTECTION. 


_” The Treasury Department has suspended 
“the ruling by which various articles of woven 
‘goods, of wool and cotton, usually called 


‘‘knit goods,’’ were taxed at 35 per cent. ad 
valorem, instead of 50 cents a pound and 
35 per cent. The Secretary has not yet ren- 
dered a final decision as to whether or not 
the ruling will be changed. Meantime the 
statements of the manufacturers of this class 
of goods throw a good deal of light on sev- 
eral important features of the tariff, to which 
we venture to call the attention of our read- 
ers. We shall not now discuss the correctness 
of the department’s previous ruling, though 
an examination of the language of the Su- 
preme Court decision, and that of the circu- 
lar based upon it, seems to sustain the latter. 
But whether correct or incorrect, the ruling 
of the Treasury Department does unques- 
tionably affect injuriously an important 
manufacturing interest. The injury, how- 
ever, comes from a source more deep-seated 
than any error in the official conduct of the 
Treasury, and it is as to this point that 
the statements of the manufacturers are 
interesting. 

Senator Buarr, of New-Hampshire, re- 
cently had read in the Senate a letter from 
Messrs. J. W. Buster & Co., of his State, 
setting forth the difficulties under which the 
manufacturers find themselves. They have 
to pay an average duty of 70 per cent. on all 
imported fine wools entering into their prod- 
uct. This is the real origin of their trouble. 
As to the remedy they make the following 
suggestion : 

“‘ As the matter now stands, we have got to go to 
Canada in order to manufacture. Wool that costs 
us 95 cents here we can get there and work there 
atacost of 45 cents, and can afford to pay the 
duty of 35 per cent. on goods so made, and sell at 
what the goods cost us here, and in so doing make 
a better profit than we are now getting. New- 
Hampshire maintains by her hosiery industry 
many thousands of her people; many of these 
came from Canada, and would very gladly go back 


if mills should be established there, as they cer- 
tainly will be if this decision were to stand.”

ing of our so-called protective tariff which 
will hardly be disputed. It is not made by 
an apostle of free trade, nor by a British 
missionary from the Cobden Club. It is the 
declaration, almost pathetic in its simplicity 
and directness, of one of the protected class, 
and it amounts to this; The tax on foreign 
wools is so heavy that the Canadian manu- 
facturer can produce hosiery which will pay 
him a profit over and above our impost tax of 
85 per cent. on his goods, even if he were to 
sell here at the cost price of our own manu- 
factures. Obviously, here isa discrimina- 
tion against American labor of the most dis- 
tinct and unmistakable character. 

We shall be told that this discrimination 
is necessary, or at least useful, for the pro- 
tection which it affords to the American 
wool-grower. But it so happens that the 


wool employed in the making of knit goods 
is in large part foreign, and a considerable 


proportion is necessarily so. So far as that 
is the case, the American manufacture is 


needlessly burdened with a tax which se- 
cures no. profit to any American indus- 
try. Even if that were not the case, 
it would be interesting to know what 
becomes of the unfortunate consumer. 


He, at any rate, is an undoubted American 
and an American worker. He is taxed first. 


‘for the benefit of the wool-grower, and then 


to enable the hosiery manufacturer to make 
a decent profit. He shares his tax with no 


one, It comes wholly out of his own pocket, 


and not apenny of it returns, directly or 
indirectly. Surveying the claims and coun- 
ter-claims of the Ohio or Texas farmer 
and the New-Hampshire or New-York 
weaver, he might justly exclaim, ‘‘A 
plague on both your houses.’” One of the 
most obviously necessary articles of his daily 
wear costs him at least 66 per cent. more than 
it would under a rational tariff, and the fact 
that what he pays is more or less unequally 
divided between two classes of his fellow- 
citizens isreally but small comfort to him. 
Take the case presented by the New-Hamp- 
shire firm. Stockings worth $3 a dozen on 
importation now pay (or did under the law 
as originally interpreted) $2 05 duty. These 
stockings, made in Canada from foreign wool 
and American cotton, can be sold in the 
United States, free of duty, at $3. The 
American manufacturer, if he got his wool 
free of duty, could make and sell 
them at that price with a better 
profit than he now has. Why would 
it not be a more sensible, practical, and 
business-like way of advancing American 
manufactures to take the duty off from the 
wool? Why would not this, in reality, give 
a much greater and more obvious advantage 
toa larger number of Americans than the 
present complicated, clumsy, and ineffective 
method ? Even were the wool-growers to 
suffer, why should the many—the manufac- 
turers, the workmen, and the consumers— 
be taxed for the few? But the wool- 
growers would not suffer. If foreign wools 
were admitted at a low revenue rate, the de- 
mand for American wools to mix with the 
foreign in manufactures would be increased 
sufficiently to make a better market for 
American wools than now. The market 
would not only be immediately better, but 
it would be a great deal more stable, pro- 
gressive, and permanent. In the long run 


all interests would be adjusted and all pro- 
moted. 


BRADY’S DEFENSE. 
As soon as Mr. Brapy, late Second As- 


sistant Postmaster-General, had precipitately 
resigned his office, he came to New-York. 
In this City he has ever since remained. 
If he were innocent of any evil or dishonest 
intention in his discharge of official duty, he 
would have stuid in Washington, where he is 


on trial. But, being in New-York, where 
he is less conspicuous than in Washington, 
he writes to the Herald an elaborate and 
painful defense of his course. This de- 
fense is painful because it is manifest that it 
has been extorted from him by the pressure 
of circumstances. All criminals, when 
hard pressed, try ‘to find relief in ad- 
dressing themselves to some immaterial 
point in the case against them. Mr. 
Brapy, in like manner, rests his case’ 
upon the comparatively unimportant fact 
that Congress has voted the money needed 
to supply the deficiencies in the star route 
service. The history of the scandal in Con- 
gress is one which few of the Congressmen 
who stood by Brapy will be willing to see 
reopened. The appropriation for the year 
ending June 30, 1880, was spent within a 
few months after the year began. This, 
of itself, was a proceeding which 
could be justified only by extreme 
necessity. No such necessity existed, and 
the deficiency was tardily reported to Con- 
gress. When it was reported, the Postmas- 
ter-General, who was but the feeble echo of 
Brapy, said that he would be obliged to 
curtail the mail service generally, unless 
something was done at once to make good 
the scantiness of his balance. This was in 
the nature of a threat. Unless Congress 
made good a deficiency which was variously 
estimated at from $1,175,000 to $2,000,- 
000, not only the increased service 
which had ~ been unwarrantably con- 
tracted for, but the original service, 
for which the regular appropriations would 
have been sufficient, must be discontinued. 
The premature exhaustion of the appro- 
priation was in defiance of all rules of busi- 
ness, and in utter disregard of the interests 
of the Treasury. It is now a year since 
Tue Times, speaking of this business, said: 
‘*It is not too much to say that if the action 
of the Post Office Department had been dic- 
tated by a ring of greedy and unscrupulous 
contractors, bent on plundering the Treasury 
under forms of law, and plotting to place 
the Government at the greatest possible dis- 
advantage, it would not have been different 
from what it actually was.” © 

The defense of BRapy was that this enor- 
mous augmentation of the postal service 
had been solicited by members of Congress, 
and that they had assured him in advance 
that his action would be condoned, even ap- 
proved, if he persevered in his extravagance. 
The sequel proved that Brapy’s trust in 
Congressmen was not in vain, The House 
inserted in an appropriation bill a clause 
which provided that the fraudulent star 
route contracts should be rescinded on Oct. 
1, unless the contractors should submit to a 
reduction of 50 per cent. of the recent in- 
crease. The Senate struck out that clause 
of the bill, and it is notorious that this was 
accomplished by the open and shameless 
lobhying of the tricksters who were going | 
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and coming at Brapy’s bidding. The 
names of some of these men have 
since been printed in Tae Trmzs’s reports 
of the true inwardness of the star route 
ring. Possibly, some of the Congressmen 
who supported the claims of Brapy and 
his gang honestly believed that the country 
demanded an increase of mail facilities. But 
no man who looked into the matter, as cer- 
tain members of the House and Senate cer- 
tainly did, could have been so imposed 
upon as to vote for an indorsement of 
Brapy’s extravagant policy. Is itin the 
bounds of reason that Mr. BLuackBurn, of 
Kentucky, forexample, who was on both sides 
of this question, at different times, really 
believed that publi¢ policy would justify 
an increase of mail service between the vil- 
lage of Vinita, Indian Territory, and - the 
town of Las Vegas, New-Mexico, to such an 
extent that it should cost $150,392, when it 
had only cost $6,330 a month before? This 
is preposterous, but it is not more absurd, 
on its face, than many other of the proposi- 
tions upon which the disgraced ex-Assistant 
Postmaster-General bases his defense. 

In the face of the fact that he increased 
the cost of the smallest branch of the postal 


service to an enormous and unprecedented 


extent, spending millions where hundreds of 
thousands had before been sufficient, Mr. 
Brapy has the assurance to say that this was 
done in pursuance of Postmaster-General 
Kery’s “liberal policy,’’ and in pursuance 
of the recommendations of Congressmen. 
In consequence of this noble and 
patriotic action, Brapy, according to 
his own account, has been _ beset 
by ‘‘press brigands,’? who have en- 
deavored to black-mail the virtuous star 
route contractors whom he has defended. 


He has “set his face asa flint” against all 
propositions to buy off ‘‘ the whole body of 
defamers,’’ but he fails to show why he laid 
down his papers and fled out of his office to 
New-York as soon asthe President asked 
for his resignation. He indulges in a gen- 
eral denial and defiance, but until he offers 
a better defense of his policy than the asser- 
tion that Congressmen were equally blame- 
worthy with him we must continue in the 
belief that his wanton increase of public ex- 
penditures to the amount of more than 
$6,000,000 was a deliberately dishonest act. 


A BAD BARGAIN. 


The pitiful plea of the Manhattan Rail- 
road Company to be relieved from the bur- 
den of taxation lest it be forced into bank- 
ruptcy indicates that the distressed corpora- 
tion made a bad bargain when it leased all 
the elevated roads in the City for the period 
of 999 years. It was not called upon 
to do anything of the kind, and 
when it was agreeing to pay the princi- 
pal and interest on all the bonds of the 
New-York and the Metropolitan Companies, 
and 10 per cent. on their shares of stock, 
and calculating on a dividend on its own 
aqueous capital besides, it should have 
taken into consideration that such substan- 
tial property as it was taking in charge 
was subject to taxation in the City 
of New-York. There was no reason, then, 
for expecting that it would be exempt, 
like a school-house or a charity hospital. 
This corporation is not asking for relief 
from a special burden which it bears on ac- 
count of the privileges accorded to it, but 
for exemption of its actual property in solid 
iron from the regular assessment which 


is imposed on other property. This tax, it 
is said, will for the current year amount 
to $750,000. The gross earnings of all 
the roads are set down at $5,200,000, and 
operating expenses at $3,380,000, which 
would leave only $1,820,000 as the net earn- 
ings. Interest on bonds amounts to $1,364, - 


080, and it is evident that the payment of 
taxes will leave a bad outlook for the guar- 
anteed dividends on New-York and Metro- 
politan stock, to say nothing of those at- 
tenuated shares of the Manhattan Company. 

Just how much reliance is to be placed on 
these representations it is not easy to say, 
but, supposing them to be absolutely correct, 
it will be found anextremely difficult under- 
taking to excite sympathy for the Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad Company, even though 
bankruptcy should stare it in the face. It is 
a difficult matter to arrive at the actual cost 
of the elevated roads. Dr. GILBERT 
testified - that the contract price for 
the construction of the Sixth-avenue 
line was $800,000 per mile, but the original 
five miles was bonded for $38,500,000. As- 
sistant State Engineer Sweet, something 
over a year ago, calculated the cost of the 
lines owned by the New-York Company 
at $8,719,038 26, and those belonging to 
the Metropolitan Company at $9,639,147 69. 
He did not go below the speculative 
margins of contracts to the bottom fig- 
ures, but the sum of $18,358,185 95 
was regarded as covering every legitimate 
item of cost at the time the lease to the 
Manhattan Company was made. The two 
companies that owned the lines had the in- 
terest on their bonds to pay, and were liable 
to taxation on their property. There was 
no reason why they should be exempt from 
the latter burden in order that a 10 per cent. 
dividend might be guaranteed on diluted 
stock. A claim of the kind would have 
been considered preposterous. If a third 
company chose to lease their property, it 
must accept all the burdens belonging to it, 
including that of taxation. 

But what sort of a bargain did the Man- 
hattan Company make? It is to be remem- 
bered that it was then a corporation on 
paper, with a nominal capital of $2,000,000, 
only $100,000 of which had ever been paid 
in. It had no railroad and no property of 
any account, but it had a charter anda 
name, and was a convenient device for the 
owners of the elevated roads to use for 
speculative purposes. In “‘ fixing up things’’ 
for the 999-year lease the New-York Com- 
pany came forward with $8,500,000 of 
7 per cent. bonds and the Metropolitan 
with the same amount of 6 per cent. bonds. 
How much of the proceeds of these 
$17,000,000 of interest-bearing obligations 
were actually expended on the roads 
we cannot conjecture. Then there 
was $6,500,000 of capital for each 
company, or $13,000,000 in all. Hereisa 
capitalization of $30,000,000, to cover an 
alleged cost of $18,358,185 95, and the Man- 
hattan Company agreed to pay the interest 
on the bonds and provide for the principal, 
and guaranteed 10 per cent. dividends on the 
stock of both companies. As further con- 
sideration for the lease, it issued to the: leas- 


ing companies.$18.000.000 in bonds of its 
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own, which were converted into its 
stock, representing absolutely nothing, 
but forming a basis for new  divi- 
dends and further speculation. This 
stock went into the same hands that 
held that of the other companies. Of course, 
it is impossible to follow the changes of 
ownership of particular shares, but the 
Whole business, from the operations of the 
Loan and Improvement Company that built 
the Sixth-avenue line, and was paid at ex- 
travagant rates in stock and bonds, to those 
of, the Manhattan Company in its pres- 
ent distressful and dropsical state, has 
been managed by greedy speculators. 
They have forfeited the confidence 
of the public and won no title 
to sympathy. If these roads had been hon- 
estly built and paid for, and the actual cost 
were faithfully represented by the bonds 
and stock of any one or more corporations, 
their revenues would beyond doubt pay in- 


terest on the’ bonds, taxes on the prop- 


erty, and a fair dividend on the stock. If they 
have been mismanaged by speculators and the 
corporate lessee has made a bad bargain, 
that is no reason why the City should not 
exact its taxes, and the State would not be 


justified in suspending the laws for the 
special benefit of the Manhattan Company. 


Its financial troubles do not concern the City 
or State in their governmental capacity. It 
must struggle with them as best it can, but 
should be required to pay its taxes just so 
long as it controls the property assessed. 


THE NEW PUNICO WARS. 


Only the other day the French Govern- 
ment solemnly assured the Italian Cabinet 
that France had not the slightest intention 
of making war on Tunis. Since then a 
French army has crossed the Tunisian fron- 
tier and a French frigate has bombarded 
and destroyed a Tunisian fort. This dis- 
play of Punic faith is quite in keeping with 
the scheme of a new Carthage which the 
French, according to Italian belief, are 
about to found, and which, as of old, is to 
menace Italian security. 

The real fault which the Romans found 
with Carthage was that the city was dis- 
tant only about forty miles from the Sicilian 
coast. This enabled the Carthaginians to 
attack Sicily at any moment. It was in 
Sicily that the Romans and Carthaginians 
first came to blows. The first Punic war 
was fought for the possession of Sicily, and 
the final destruction of Carthage was neces- 
sary in order that Rome might retain the 
island without the constant dread of an in- 
vasion from Africa. To-day the Italians 
are complaining that if France plants her- 
self in Tunis, Sicily will no longer be safe. 
In three hours a French fleet can steam 
across the straits and land an army at Mar- 
sala or bombard Palermo. Sicily will be at 
the mercy of France unless the Italians main- 
tain large garrisons on the island and keep a 
fleet in constant readiness in some Sicilian 
port. It is the old story of Rome and Car- 
thage, with this difference, that the French 
Carthage will have all the resources of 
France at her back. When Carthage last 
invaded Italy, the African veterans of Han- 
NIBAL Were supported by a host of hardy 
Gallic auxiliaries. The flower of the mod- 
ern Carthaginian army will consist of Gal- 
lic veterans, and the African tribes will fur- 
nish auxiliaries, in the shape of Turco regi- 
ments. Once more Rome and Carthage 
will contend for the ownership of Sicily and 
the. command of the Mediterranean, and 


perhaps the defeat of Zarna and the destruc- 
tion of old Carthage are to be signally 
avenged. 

While the imaginative Italians are thus 
foreseeing the near revival of the Punic wars, 
they seem to forget that, in these days of 
steam fleets, Africa is hardly any nearer to 
Sicily than is Toulon, and that if France 
wishes a base of operations against Sicily, 
Toulon would serve her purpose much bet- 


ter than a new Carthaginian colony. Still, 
prosaic considerations of this nature cannot 
be expected to convince people who have 
made up their minds that history must 
repeat itself, and that the Punic wars are to 
be fought over again. And certainly there 
is something attractive to the romantic mind 
in the idea that after so many centuries 
Carthage is to make a new effort to reverse 
the judgment pronounced upon her by that 
implacable and tiresome fanatic, Caro. 

At the outset of a new Punic war the Ital- 
ians would have one advantage which their 
Roman ancestors lacked. The Carthagini- 
ans were good sailors and the Romans were 
ignorant even of ship-building. Nothing 
shows more conclusively the moral force of 
the Romans than the fact that they could put 
to sea and win naval victories, while every 
man, fromthe Consul in command to the 
smallest powder—or rather arrow—monkey 
was in the agonies of sea-sickness. At the 
present time the superiority in seamanship 
is unquestionably on the side of the Italians. 
They can send out their vast war galleys, 
the Jialia and the Lepanto, manned by hardy 
Genoese sailors, with acertainty that they will 
give a good account of themselves, and that 
the Carthaginians will have no superiority 


_ at sea except that of superiority in numbers. 


If the French Carthaginians are successful 
at the beginning of the war, and have the 
good fortune to defeat the Italian fleet and 
any army which the Italians send to Tunis, 
it is to be hoped that they will not let their 
regard for tradition carry them so far as to 
induce them to roll the Italian General down 
hill in a barrel filled with sharp spikes. Such 
conduct would be carrying the game alto- 
gether too far, and besides, the fact that the 
story of Reeutus and his barrel is now gen- 
erally discredited should save Gen. CrAL- 
DINI or Gen. Mepicr from such 2, fate. 
Should a new French Carthaginian Gen- 
eral—say Gen. Annibal de Barca—under- 
take to invade Italy, he would, of course, 
march over Mont Cenis, sprinkling the 
road with vinegar, instead of prosaically 
availing himself of the tunnel. He would, 
however, find no stout Ligurian archers to 
follow his fortunes, and no Gauls on the 
plains of Lombardy to furnish him with in- 
fantry. Ashe marched southward he would 
call in vain upon the provincial Italians to 
throw off the yoke of King Humserrt and 
to accept the Carthaginians as their deliver- 
ers. Were he to defeat a rash Italian Gen- 
eral at Canne or elsewhere, he would find 
only a few small ear-rings in the ears of the 
private soldiers, and would sadly miss the 
bonanza of finger-rings that the Roman 
Knights wore into battle. Of course, he 
would march to Capua, but as he would 
find that place unfitted for the reception of a 


large army, he would doubtless prefer to 
winter at Naples. This would be the turn- 
ing-point of de Barca’s campaign. The 
hotel-keepers and hack drivers of that charm- 
ing city would soon demoralize his army. 
The soldiers would be reduced to rags and 
starvation, and the officers would abandon 
their General, and represent to the home 
Government that he was a traitor who had 
entered into secret negotiations with leading 
hack drivers, and had determined to betray 
his army. In the Spring the Italian troops 
would gradually-drive the ragged Cartha- 
ginians into the extremity of Calabria, and, 
after finally expelling them from Italy, would 
cross over to Tunis, annihilate the enemy, 


and capture Carthage, which would, of 
course, be razed to the ground and its site 


sown with the circulars of insurance com- 
panies. 

This is what will happen, provided the 
Italians and Frenchmen play their Punic 


game fairly, but it isto be feared that the 
latter will exhibit their national want of rev- 
erence, and fight as if they had never heard 


of Faxnrus and Scrrro, and did not care a 
straw for history. 


The late Dr. ALEXANDER H. Vinton resided 


in this City as Rector of St, Mark’s-in-the-Bowery 
from May, 1861, to 1870, when ho removed to Boston 
to succeed Bishop Hunrrnerton in the charge of 
Emmanuel Parish in that city. At the time of his 
residence here his brother, Dr. Francis VINTON, 
was one of the assistant ministers in Trinity Par- 
ish, The two brothers were alike in the Vin- 
ton quality of liking to bave their own way, 
but quite dissimilar in their ecélesiastical opinions 
and in their personal habits. They were both men 
of large frame, and had a certain majesty of mien 
—Sauls, if not sons of Anak, among men—but 
Francis was High Church, while ALEXANDER 
was Low; Francis was a “natural. sports- 
man, while ALEXANDER liked nothing better 
than the life of a Connecticut farmer; 
and Francis was the broader, while ALEXANDER 
was the stronger, man. In their prime they were 
often matched against one another in the oid-time 
cortests of the Episcopal General Conventions over 
Church questions. Dr. ALEXANDER VINTON was 
the recognized leader of the Protestant party in 
the Episcopal Church. He was a Puritan by na- 
ture and a Calvinist by conviction, but his 
religious views were considerably softened 
as life advanced. In manners he was an 
admirable specimen of a gentleman of the old 
school, graceful but courtly, simple in his tastes, 
genial and richin conversation, strong in his dis- 
likes, a natural man through and through, and ex- 
tremely fond of good bright company. He had all 
the qualities of a great orator, strength of will, 
fine presence, perfect command of himself, a large 
discursive reason, extensive knowledge, and 
the logical force and imaginative glow which. make 
a strong man under excitement absolutely irre- 
sistible. He was always great on great occasions, 
and has often been compared to WrEsBsTER, both as 
an orator and as a clear, forojble thinker. His best 
thoughts seemed to be spontaneous; there was no 
strain, no visible effort about them. It is sin- 
guiar that one who easily stood first 
in his time among American preachers and hada 
national fame should have always longed to he a 
physician, for which profession he had a singular 
fondness. He had that sort of universal capacity 
which would have given him leadership in any pur- 
suit which he might have chosen. The results of 
his life-work, owing to his preference of 
talking to writing and his indifference 
to literary ambition, are in no way commensurate 
with his fame as an orator or preacher. Many oc- 
casional sermons, published at the time of their de- 
livery, indicated the comprehensive grasp and 
luminous power of his mind when great questions 
were in hand, but his method of thinking 
on religious subjects was essentially that of 
a generation which has practically ceased to 
influence humanity, and the only book which goes 
by his name, a volume of sermons published in 
1855 and now out of print, is hardly a fit exponent 
of his intellectual capacity. His ‘* Bohlen Lec- 
tures,” given in Philadelphia some years 
ago, were privately printed. His fame is 
chiefly confined to remarkable pulpit efforts, 
significant debates in which he had a 
conspicuous share, and to the memories of 
the thousands who had some share in his singular- 
ly rich, earnest, and vivid intellectual life. Few 
men of his time did moreto influence others by 
word of. mouth, and few men of equal ability have 
left so little in imperishable form of written speech 
by which they can be permanently remembered.

Once or twice a year a scare takes place 
from the discovery that parasites are found in fish. 
A day or so ago a leading Western ‘journal an- 
nounced that a person finding ‘‘a ball of singular 
worms imbedded in the backbone of a fish” took 
them to some physician, who declared that they 
were “the genuine trichine.” Nothing can be 
more absurd than a statement of this kind, or 
further from thetruth. In Cincinnati, where this 
story finds its place, if the reports are to be trusted, 
the whole matter is to be investigated by the Board 
of Health. The presence of parasites in fish is a 
very well-known fact, but such creatures are sim- 
ply disgusting, and not in the least dangerous. 
The perch in Western New-York are at times 
affected with parasitic worms. When in this condi- 
tion the fish are poor and sickly-looking, and are 
not used. In trout, as may be seen at many times 
by examining their entrails, there are intestinal 
worms. Two years ago, in a well-informed con- 
temporary, the statement was made that shad 
were found to contain worms. Some one, wishing 
to explain the reason why shad had worms, wrote 
that it was because the fish ted on the offal 
in the Bay. The reasoning was false, be- 
cause, with the utmost research, the stomachs 
of shad have been found to be absolutely empty 
when they leave the salt waterto ascend the rivers. 
If the Cincinnati alarmists had had the least ac- 
quaintance with the subject, they would have 
known that the growth and development of pecu- 
liar parasites requires a special medium. For in- 
stance, the trichine of the hare or rabbit develop 
in the fox, and nowhere else. The grub swallowed 
by the sheep develops to the fluke, and man can 
eat a diseased sheep liver without very great in- 
convenience. Take the worm in the fish, which is 
of the order of Cestoda. It is mostly in a larval con- 
dition, awaiting its fuller developmentand matur- 
ity in the intestines of the crane or duck, which is 
intended by natureto feed on the fish. Fish.con- 
tain innumerable parasites, external and internal, 
and of 324 species of fluke or Primatoda, not less 
than 126 belong, according toa leading authority, 
to fishes. Of course, nobody wants to eat a wormy 


fish, and the ideaof preparing such a thing for-{- 


food is disgusting, but itis foolish to assert that 
such parasites are dangerous, and to get up a 
scare about them, comparing them to the Z7richina 
spiralis, only found in the hog.

Sixty-eight towns and cities of the Republic 
made last year weekly death reports to the Na- 
tional Board of Health, which, after aggregating 
and tabulating them, has published the results. 
These show that Vallejo, Cal., was the healthiest 
place reported in 1880, and Norfolk, Va., the un- 
healthiest. The average life in the former town is 
set down at 83.5 years—certainly an extraordinary 
figure—and but 1 person in each 1,000 of the 
population---the entire number of the inhabitants 
is about 9,000—died there of consumption. The 
average life in Norfolk was 27.9 years; and 1 
person out of each 241 died of consumption. The 
entire population of the 68 towns was 7,359,937; 
the average duration of life in them was 44.5 years; 
deaths from consumption, 1 to every 326, and from . 
acute pulmonary disease, 1 to every 429. Or, out 
of every 100 deaths 24.4 were from pulmonary 
causes, 14 of them from consumption, and 10.4. 
from acute affection of the lungs. Four of 
the healthiest cities were Yonkers, in this State, 
average life 70 years; Omaha, Neb. aver- 
age 68 years;- Utica, average 67.5 years; 
Keokuk, Iowa, average 67.1 years. Four of the 
unhealthiest cities were Jacksonville, Fla., (prob- 
ably the invalids who go there and die in Winter 
were included,) average 35 years; Vicksburg, Miss., 
average 84.8 years; Charleston, 8. C., average 31.3 
years; Savannah, Ga., average 20.6 years. In Bos- 
ton the average life was 42.5 years: deaths from 
consumption, 1 in 246; from acute lung: disease, 
1 im 336. Im New-York. average life was 27 |

years; deaths from consumption, 1 in %%4; from 
acute lung disease, 1 in 314. In Philadelphia, 
average life was 47.8 years; consumption, 1 im 
814; acute lung disease, 1 in 844. - In Cincinnati, 
average life was 47.8 years: consumption. 1 in 
346; acute disease, 1 in 494. In Louisville, aver- 
age lifo was 47.4 years; consumption, 1 in 300, 
In Chicago, average life was 48 years; consumption, 
1 in 598.

Various milk-dealers hereabout have in the 
last two or three years inspired a good deal of con- 
fidence in the purity of their milk by serving it te 
their customers in sealed cans or jars. Asa rule, 
milk so delivered is better than that putin larga 
tin cans, and jolted every morning over the City: 
streets for several hours. In this way itis much 
injured, and is of very unequal quality, for the 
best comes to the top, while the poorest stays at 
the bottom. Moreover, the milk is pretty certain 
to collect dust and dirt by the constant removal of 
the covers and the dipping up of the liquid. Sealed: 
jars keep the milk cleaner, of course; but they do 
not prevent the dealer, asis often thought, from 
watering or adulterating it when it is poured into 
them. The opinion that milk is generally, if not 
always, tampered with after it has left the farm 
or dairy is anything but correct. Farmers on 
dairymen may have been strictly honest once, but 
it was in those Arcadian days that are not likely to 
return. Even if farmers were unimpeachable, a 
good deal of the milk served in sealed jars ig 
turned into them atthe depotsin town, and may 
be prepared there with the usual amount of water, 
chalk, flour, &c. Many New-Yorkers have been 
made aware of this fact recently, and theis 
faith in sealed jars has been rudely shaken, even 
though the jars have not. Confidence continues to 
be felt in sealed vessels, however, by a large part 
of the community, and will be until they examine 
for themselves the contents of the jars, and see th¢ 
water privileges they gratuitously enjoy. Not 4 
little of the milk in these jars is blue at breakfast, 
and, before dinner, separates from the water, mak« 
ing a very queer-looking, decidedly uninviting 
compound. Fortunately, water is the principal 
adulterant employed—not that dealers would have 
apy objection to poisoning their patrons, but that 
water is extremely cheap. City consumers might 
provide themselves with a lactometer, very sim< 
pie and inexpensive, which shows beyond questiog 
the quality of milk. This instrument {s merely @ 
glass tube graduated to 100 parts. New milk i¢ 
poured in up to the top of the graduated portiog 
and allowed to stand. Whenthe cream has com 
pletely separated, its richness is proved by the 
number of parts that it occupies. Very few per 
sons in the City would take the trouble, however 
to apply this test, put almost anybody who haf 
ever seen or tasted pure milk ought to be able t¢ 
tell it by the senses, unless long and uniform a¢ 
quaintance with the Metropolitan article hgs de 
stroyed their telling capacity. The commanity 
would be wise to carefully examine the milk sold 
in sealed jars before accepting it on the assump-~- 


tions made for it by dealers.

_AGREAT JOURNALIST DEAD 


EMILE DE GiRARDIN’S REMAREA.- 
BLE LIFE. 

CORN IN POVERTY, HE BECOMES THE MOST 
SUCCESSFUL EDITOR IN FRANCE —HIS 
BOLD POLITICAL POLICY AND ITS RE- 
SULTS—THE FOUNDING OF THE FIRST 
CHEAP NEWSPAPER IN PARIS. 

Emile de Girardin, probably the most wide- 
ty known of French journalists, and the father of 
the cheap press of France, died at his home in Paris 
yesterday morning in the seventy-ninth year of his 
age. The life of Girardin was a stormy one 
throughout, but he was successful in all his jour- 
nalistic ventures, and died in a magnificent man- 
sion, which stands almost in the very spot where, 
In his early youth, he passed the days of his pov- 
erty in a garret. For the last 40 years he had 
wielded a great influence with all the Governments 
which ruled or misruled France, and he was proba- 
bly more responsible than any other one man for 
the Franco-Prussian war of 1870, which ended in 
the dethronement of the Emperor Napoleon III. 
His theory of journalism was that, in publishing a 
jaily paper, his opinions must change with the 
events of each day, and his sole aim was to make 
himself and his paper valuable by following, 
what he considered to be the drift of pub- 
lic opinion, instead of endeavoring to form 
and control it. His motto was, ““De jour 
ad jour.” By continually working on this 
theory he became very successful in a pecuniary 
sense, but he had no moral influence of his own 
which he could bring to bear upon the French peo- 
ple, and his suggestions. based, as they were, upon 
the clamors of the mob, generally resulted, when 
acted upon, as in the case of the war with Prussia, 


in positive injury to the nation which he assumed 
to guide. His opinions and theories were as change- 
able asthe wind. When France was governed by 
a monarch, he carried the colors of the reigning dy- 
nasty; when she became a republic, he contemptu- 
ously threw aside the emblems of royalty, and 
flourished a clean republican kerchief. By this 
course he kept himself continually before the pub- 
lie, and as he was a brilliant writer and a man of 
andoubted intellectual power, he succeeded for 
more than 50 years in gratifying the vanity and 
egotism which were such promiment traits of his 
character. His work, however, was not without 
some lasting benefit to the profession which he em- 
braced. He was the first to establish the penny 

aper in France, and by this means he added great- 
y to the educational facilities of the French people. 
In this respect he may fairly claim to have been a 
public benefactor. : 

The life of M. de Girardin forms an interesting part 
of the history of France during the most important 
years of the present century. He was the son of 
Gen. Alexander de Girardin and a woman named 
Mile. Fagnan, the daughter of a Commissiouer- 
General of Finance. He was born in Switzerland 
in 1802, and given the name of Emile Delamothe. 
His father declined to legitimatize him, and during 
his younger years he received the usual care be- 
stowed by parents on such children in France. He 
was turned over to the charge of a hostler, by 
whom he was brought up and given a common 
education. At the age of 21 he went to Paris, and, 
through his father’s influence, was received asa 
cierk in the office of the Viscount de Senonnes,who 
was at that time Secretary-General tothe King. He 
remained in this position only a short time, how- 
ever, abandoning it to» enter the service of a broker 
on the Bourse. Here he thought he woulda try 
a little speculation on his own account. He 
had 1,200f., which he invested and lost. Then 
he thought ke would try a military life, but his ap- 
plication to be enlisted was rejected on account of 
physical weakness. Soured and disgusted, he now 
shut himself up in his garret, and wrote ‘* Emile,” 
his first literary work, which appeared anonymous- 
ly in 1827. The book was a sketch of his own 
miseraple life, and described with great vividness 
the struggles of a natural son to gas the good 
name which his parents had denied him, It was 
not simply an autobiography; it was a defiance to 
society in general. As one of his biographers ex- 
presses it, * It was a bill of exchange drawn on the 
world.” The book was successful, and it decided 
its author to adopt a wpe | career. In the second 
edition of the work he boldly assumed his father’s 
name, and sent it forth to the world with Emile de 
Girardin blazoned on the title-page, and from tat 
moment Delamothe was buried and de Girardin 
sprang into life. 

‘Emile’ was soon followed by a work entitled 
“By Chance; Fragments, Without a Sequel, of a 
Story Without an End.’ This was published in 
1828, and achieved a great success. About this 
time de Girardin published several poems, but they 
were without intrinsic value. Minister Martignac 
made him an Inspector of Beaux Arts, a sinecure 
without salary, but which was well calculated to 
please the vanity of the young author. On April 5, 
1828, M. de Girardin launched his first journalistic 
venture. It was called Le Voleur, (the Thie/,) was 
made up of articles selected from the periodical 
literature of the day, and was published monthly. 
The audacity of the title, as well as the intelligence 
displayed in the choice of matter, secured for 
this publication an immediate and wonderful suc- 
vess. In the following year, Oct. 1, appeared the 
first number of La Mode, a fashion journal, which 
for some time was under the patronage of the 
Duchess de Berry. De Girardin sold both these pa- 
pers in 1830, and at once began to issue a number of 
others. Le Journal des Connaissance’ Utiles, at 4f. 
a year, was launched in 1831; Le Journal des Jnsti- 
tuteurs Primaires, at 1f. 50c., in 1882; La Musée des 
Faméiiles in 1833, La Maison Rustique du XI Xe Siecle 
in 1833, L’Almanach de France in 1834, and Z’ Atlas 
iu France, a universal atlas, sold at 1 sou per map, 
m the same year. In 1885 he started Le Pantheon 
Litieraire, which obtained a subvention from Min- 
ster Guizot. All of these publications were nomi- 
nally under the control of * The Society for Intel- 
lectual Emancipation,” but de Girardin was the 
founder and leading spirit of them all. 

All this time M. Girardin was paving the way 
for the establishment of an ideal newspaper, 
which he had been meditating for years. He was 
impressed with the idea that to attain success in 
journalism the papers must be placed within the 
reach of all classes of people, and that the only 
way to accomplish this was to establish a cheap, 
und at the same time‘an enterprising, daily news- 
paper. On July 1, 1836, he carried his idea into 
practice, and the first number of the Press ap- 
peared. The Press was a daily paper, and an 
avowed organ of the Conservatives, which is sel- 
jom a recommendation to the populace in any 
and, but more especially in France, and it was 
offered to the public at 40f. ($8) a year, just half 
the price of the other Paris newspapers. It created 
a revolution in journalism, and founded in Frauce 
she system of business advertisements, which, up to 
that time, had been only an insignificant branch of 
journalism. The /euidiefon was also first intro- 
duced asafeature in the ress. Of course, this 
bold innovation called down upon M. de Girardin 
the wrath of the editors of the old papers,who soon 
felt the effect of La Presse, with its briiliant editor 
and its low price. Invectives were hurled at Girar- 
din witout stint, and as he always insisted on 
baving the last word, his principal business soon 
came to be the acceptance of challenges from his 
rivals. He fought several duels, and finally met 
Armand Carrel, editor-in-chief of the National, In 
this duel Girardin was wounded in _ the 
thigh and his adversary. fell dead. This 
fatal termination so shocked Girardin, who 
was by no means a_ hard-hearted man, 
though he was. naturally quick-tempered, 
that he made a vow never to fight another duel. 
He kept this vow tothe day of his death, and in 
doing 80 was forced to submit to many insults at 
the hands of those whom he had offended in his 
paper. In 1840 Louis Bergeron, editor-in-chief of 
the Siecle, publicly slapped his face in his box at the 
opera for refusing to apologize for an offered in- 
sult. Bergeron had been accused by La Presse of 
having drawn a pistol on Louis Philippe and de- 
nounced as aregicide. He was tried and acquitted 
by the jury, and his demand tbat Girardin should 
retract the slander brought about this rencontre. 
Girardin, instead of challenging bis assatlant, as he 
would probably have done before his duel with 
Carrel, had him arrested and punished by the 
courts. Girardin’s courage has never been doubted, 
but the Parisian public generally agreed that if he 
was unwilling to fight he should be more careful 
with his pen, and not insult people to whom he de- 
clined to give satisfaction. At this period of his 
career he wrote for his paper under the pseudonym 
of d’Emile Pagés. 

The Press increased rapidly in circulation and 
such influence as a man of Girardin's character 
could give it, and in a very short time it became 
the leading paper of France. Girardin’s articles 
were Written in sentences, scarcely exceeding two 
or three lines, each sentence forming a paragraph 
by itself, and each emphatically expressing some 
one leading thought. They were very short, and 
always signed. In 1834, two years before the es- 
tablishment of his paper, Girardin was elected a 
Deputy from Bourganeuf, but his election was de- 
elared void on account of alleged corruption. In 
1887 and 1839 he was also elected. and the election 
was annulled because he was not born in 
France. In 1842 he was re-elected from Bour- 
ganeuf :and Castel-Sarrasin, and this time 
he was admitted to the Chamber, after 
a severe contest. In 1846 he was summoned before 
the court on a charge of insulting the Government 
\n one of his articles. At the opening of the session 
of 1848, after the discussion of the address of the 
King, which was accepted despite the Opposition 
he proposed that the entire Opposition should 
withdraw from the Chamber. His suggestion was 
not accepted, but he himself acted upon it, and 
withdrew. On Feb. 24 of that year he sent a per- 
emptory note to Louis Philippe commanding that 
astonished monarch to abdicate at once in favor of 
the Count de Paris, under the Regency of the 
Duchess of Orleans, and demanding the dissolution 
pf the Chamber andageneral amnesty. At the 
next election he was defeated. and on June 235, 
while the streets of Paris were flowing in the 
blood spilled in the civil war, the Press 
was suspended by Gen. Cavaignac and its editor 
placed under arrest. He was kept in confinement 
until July 7, when he was released, and on Aug. 6 

mission was given for the reappearance of the 

ss, It had now reached acirculation of over 
174.000, and the first number after its editor's re- 
lease was anxiously looked for. It contained a 
bitter attack on Gen. Cavaignac, and advocated 
the Presidency of Louis Napoleon, who was at this 
time the rieing star in the political firmament.

Embassy to Naples.. He declined them all, how- 
ever, and jn a very short time turned his journalis- 
tic batteries against the man whom he had done 
so much to elevate. He opposed by his vote 
and in paper every measure of the 
administration, and especially the expedition to 
Rome, As the Press grew more Socialistic in its 
utterances, Napoleon withdrew the friendship 
which he had offered to the editor, and after the 
coup @’état of Dec. 2 M. Girardin was among the 
members of the Assembly who were banished from 
France. He went to Brussels, but aftertwo months 
of exile he obtained permission to return to Paris 
to attend the funeral of his mother-in-law. After- 
ward he was granted permission to resume his citi- 
zenship, and he at once resumed his position as ed- 
itor of the Press. The restrictions placed upon him 
by the Government, however, were galling, and in 
1856 he soid his share of the Press for 800,000f. to 
Millaud & Co,, and retired for a time from jour- 
nalism. 

The popularity of the paper began to decline the 
moment Girardin abandoned it, and after six years 
of unsuccessful efforts to maintain its prestige, the 
proprietors induced Girardin to accept the editor- 
ship again. He joined with himself such men as 
M. Clement Duvernois and August Vermorel, and 
soon the popularity of the paper was restored. 
But the youthfui ardor which pleased the readers 
was distasteful to the Government, and, after 
receiving several warnings, the proprietors, in 
1866, asked Girardin to discharge his youthful 
aides. His answer was that he would go with 
them. He at once purchased a struggling journal 
called a Liberté, which was on the verge 
of death, and, with his two friends, pro- 
ceeded to breathe new life into it. La Liberté 
sprang at once into popularity and also into trouble 
with the administration. On March 6, 1867, Girar- 
din was fined 5,000f. for an article against the 
Government. The next day his paper appeared 
with the sub-title ‘‘Condamné du 6 Mars.” Inthe 
following May La Liberié was suspended for anoth- 
er insult to the Emperor. The —— on the 
scene of the Ollivier Cabinet made peace between 
the Government and Girardin. The latter was ap- 
pointed on the ‘‘Commission for the Administra- 
tive Organization of the City of Paris,’ and he at 
once became a strong advocate of the Emperor. 
He and Ollivier were strong personal friends, and 
it has always been asserted that the latter was in 
tavor of war because he was hand and glove with 
Girardin. La Liberté had advocated war 
with Germany in 1868, and taken up _ the 
battle cry, ‘‘On to Berlin.’”” It was Girardin 
who constantly stirred up the passions of the peo- 
ple against Prussia,and probabiy it was to him 
more than to any other man that the Franco- 
Prussian war was due. ‘The war came, but M. 
Girardin was not found inthe front. He sold La 
Liberié to his nephew May 31, 1870. When Paris 
was besieged he went to Limoges, and there es- 
tablished the National Defense, in which he aimed 
his shafts against the Government of the National 
Defense. When Paris was abandoned by the Ger- 
mans he returned and founded, May 56,1871, L’ Union 
Frangaise, a daily journal, in which he advocated a 
republic founded on the principles of this Nation. 
This journal was suppressed by the Commune after 
12 numbers had been printed. In 1872 M. Girardin 
became the owner of the Journal Officiel, and the 
following year he purchased, in partnership with 
MM. Gibiat and Jeuty, Le Petit Journal, which has 
attained a circulation of 500,000 copies. in 1874 he 
bevame political editor of La France. 

M. Girardin was twice married. His first wife, 
Delphine Gay, Countess de Launay, died in 1855, 
and the following year he married Mina Brunold, 
Countess of Tieffenbach, the widow of Prince 
Frederic of Nassau. From this lady he was sep- 
arated judicially in 1872. In addition to his jour- 
nalistic work, M. de Girardin published several 
books and pamphlets and a few plays, none of 
which, however, are’worthy of special mention.

GOTTHOLD CARLBERG. 

Gotthold Carlberg, the musican, died at an 
early hour yesterday morning of aneurism of the 
heart. Mr. Carlberg was born at Berlin on June 
12, 1887. His father was a banker, who intended 
him for the medical profession; but the love of 
music, the development of an exceptional talent, 
and the approbation of many eminent German 


musicians, led the young man to adopt a musicesl 
career. He was little more than 17 years of age 
when he determined to leave Berlin and seek his 
fortune in America. Despite his youth, he soon 
gained a reputation here, and then made a tour 
through the principal cities of Europe, profiting by 
further instruction from the best musicians 
then known in the Old World. Returning, 
he beeame, in 1858, musical critic of the Staats 
Zeitung, dividing his time between music and 
literary pursuits, for which latter work he was 
qualified by training at one of the German univer- 
sities. The period of the rebellion was spent by 
him in Europe, where he met with great success as 
conductor of a series of .popular concerts in Lon- 
don. Paris, Vienna, Berlin, St. Petersourg, and 
Warsaw. In 1870 he was at the head of the Beetho- 
ven centennia) concerts, which attracted atten- 
tion from the entire musical world. The next year 
he returned to New-York as the confidential friend 
of the Russian Prince George Nicholas Galitzen, 
and brought over a Russian concert com- 
pany which had been selected to present 
the compositions of the Prince. ‘The first concert 
was given at Steinway Hall on Nov. 21, 1871. A 
composition by Mr. Carlberg—a Circassian march— 
was on the programme. The Grand Duke Alexis, 
then in the City, attended this concert, and it is 
remembered that he was ardent in applause of it, 
In the course of his career Mr. Carlberg was asso- 
ciated with nearly all the eminent living musicians. 
In New-York he has conducted the seasons of 
Lucea, Tietjens, Joseffy, and others. Of late 
peers. especially, he has devoted his attention to 
iterary matters pertaining to music. At the time of 
his death he was an associate editor of the Boston 
Musical Herald. Thefuneral service is appointed 
for Friday afternoon, at 2 o’clock, at St. Mark’s 
Church, Second-avenue and Tenth-street. The 
burial will be at Plainfield, N. J.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Dr. W. J. Holt, an eminent physician of 

Montgomery, Ala., died yesterday morning. He 


was one of the young Americans who, aftercom- 
pleting study in Paris, entered the service of the 
Russian Government in the medical department 
during the Crimean war. 


A dispatch from Vienna says that Gen. 
Louis von Benedek, Austrian commander in the 
war of 1866, died at Gratz yesterday. It is to be 
observed that Gen. von Benedek’s death was re- 
corded in January, 1578, but a dispatch to Reuter's 
Telegram Company gives the particulars of the 
General’s death at Gratz. 

Mrs. Louisa G. Allan, widow of John Allan, 
the gentleman who adopted Edgar Allan Poe, 


died at hor late residence, in Richmond, Va., on 
Sunday last, in the eighty-second year of her age, 
and was buried on Monday. Mrs. Allan was a lady 
of large wealth before the war. All her children— 
three sons, graduates of the University of Virginia— 
were in the Confederate service. One was killed 
in battle, another died of his wounds, and the last 
from sickness contracted in the Army. The Rev. 
Dr. Minnigerode, Rector of the church, of which 
Mrs. Allan was a member, read the burfal service, 
and the Rev. Dr. Clover, of New-Jersey, her former 
Pastor, closed the services with a few remarks.

The closing nights of Mlle. Bernhardt’s en- 
gagemeut at Booth’s Theatre are given up chiefly 
to repetitions of her performances in ‘ Frou- 
Frou” and “La Dame Aux Camélias.”” The week’s 
programme was varied, however, last evening by a 
first representation of ‘‘L’Etrangére,’”’ a play in 
five acts by M. Alexandre Dumas), fils. In 
this play Mlle. Bernhardt filled the part 
of Mrs. Clarkson, and Mlle. Jeanne Bern- 
hardt that of Catherine, Duchesse de Septmonts. A 
version of this work was produced some years ago 
at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre without success. The 
original drama was first put upon the stage at the 
ThéAtre Francais in February, 1876, with a cast 
that included M. Coquelin as the Duc de Septmonts, 
M. Mounet-Sully as Gérard, M. Febvre as Clarkson, 
Mile. Croizette as Catherine, and Mlle. Bernhardt 
as Mrs. Clarkson. This powerful and balanced 
cast made the temporary fortune of the play. 

From almost any stand-point—especially from its 
own—‘‘L’Etrangére” is a worthless play. It is 
serious and pretentious, there can be no doubt 
about that; but some serious matters—like our 
every-day Dogberrys—are particularly amusing. 
“L’Etrangére” is particularly amusing. Mrs. 
Clarkson is like one of Dryden’s bombastic hero- 
ines—big with purpose and small with meaning. 
She is an incarnation of the Dumas paradox, 
and she can hardly be accepted for anything 
more. A French writer has nickmamed her 
the “vierge du mal;” and the description is good, 
for the woman is a species of polite compromise 
between pure deviltry and cold chastity. The 
highest degree of long-winded extravagance is 
reached in the third act of “ L’Etrangére,” where 
Mrs. Clarkson narrates her Munchausen adven- 
tures, and makes known her singular philosophy of 
life: a more absurd piece of writing than this has 
never been put into a drama, and it is impossible 
either to understand or to sympathize with the 
lugubrious hater of mankind who is forced 
to utter it. Outside of Mrs. Clarkson, 
there is nothing in ‘“L’Etrangére’ which is 
not commonplace or which has not been more dex- 
terously and clearly treated by M. Dumas in other 
works. The story of a young girl who marries a 
nobleman, and finds in the course of wedlock that 
he is neither a scholar nor a gentleman, is hardly in- 
teresting for its novelty; and we can simply accord 
to M. Dumas a fair amount of his usual ingenuity 
in getting rid of the Duke de Septmonts by means 
of the two Americans, and in thus making pos- 
sible the marriage of Gérard and Catherine. 
It is certainly desirable that his lovers should 
be married, and the sooner the. better. As to the 
extraordinary Clarkson and his wife, the funeral 
which they bring about may stand to their credit. 
They are dull personages at the best, and they 
need encouragement. The play, as a whole, 
though well written in some of its scenes, is a 
tedious string of words, the effect of which is pro- 
foundly melancholy. There is more consolation in 
the knowledge that few American dramas are more 
ridiculous than ‘' L’Etrangére.”’ 

It isa great deal to say that Mlle. Bernhardt was 
not absurd in the character of Mrs. Clarkson. She 
gave dignity, grace, and abundant variety of ex- 
pression to the part while failing to make it inter- 
esting. Her acting was fine and delicate in its sug- 
gestiveness, but it was out of proportion with the 
value of the effort. Mlle. Jeanne Bernhardt, who 
appeared as Catherine, acted with no special force, 
and the others rattled off their lines without 
seemingly giving thought totheir meaning. It is 
fortunate, therefore, that this performance is not 
to be repeated.

THE FRENCH OPERA. 

Gounod’s ‘‘ Faust” was given last night by 
the De Beauplan Company at the Academy of 
Music. The house was well filled, though the tend- 
ency to break cut in applause at inappropriate 
times did not indicate much musical intelligence in 
the audience. The representation was unequal. 
It cannot be praised in view of the many beauti- 
ful performances we have had of this opera in 
New-York, nor is it just to dismiss it without 
commendation for certain meritorious features, 
which really deserved more applause than was 
given. Mme. Ambre’s Marguerite was somewhat 
disappointing. She sang as though she was tired; 
but so far as her vocal efforts were concerned, she 
was neither careless nor inartistic, the only defect 
being a lack of power. She acted the part with in- 
tensity and grace. It was, however, a matter of 
surprise to see Marguerite interpreted by a French 
woman, (and French women are. proverbial 
for their skill in dressing,) come upon tne 
stage with a white dress and a _ long 
train, such as might be worn by the bride 
at a New-York wedding. It was an original 
innovation on the accepted stage custom,even more 
noticeable than the absence of a blonde head of 
hair and a general girlish appearance. Mme. Am- 
bre, however, sang her réle with genuine musical 
skill, and was several times recalled, although the 
audience was not disposed to be enthusiastic. Mlle. 
Pilliard’s Siebel was a creditable performance, not 
particularly strong, but of good average merit. 
The Faust of M. Pellin was the weakest 
part of the cast. This artist has not the 
requisite force for such an important 
réle. His voice does not enable him to 
give the effects of Gounod’s exquisite music 
which begins with the first scene and continues 
throughout the opera, and by contrast with other 
artists who have been lately heard in this City his 
weak middle tones and tremulous falsetto were 
disappointing. He is an excellent actor, as are 
most Frenchmen, and partly atoned for his vocal 
deficiencies by some displays of his knowledgé of 
‘‘stage business,’”? which commanded applause. 
The Mephistopheles of M. Feitlinger was not 
equal to the occasion either in his acting or 
singing, but M, Mauge, as Valentin, was ef- 
fective and, indeed, shared, with Mme. Ambre, 
the success of the performance. He was 
exceedingly strong in the death scene in the third 
act, and well deserved the applause he received at 
its conclusion. The chorus and orchestra of this 
company both deserve mention. The former is 
composed of good singers, who evidently under- 
stand their business, and sing with spirit and acou- 
racy, and the orchestra, under the direction of the 
assistant conductor, played last night with noticea- 
ble skill. The ballet, also, is well composed and 
instructed, and isa prominent feature in the per- 
formance. There will be no performance to-night, 
but on Friday evening “ Aida” will be given, with 
Mme. Ambre and M. Tournie in the two principal 
parts. 
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CAR DRIVERS QUIET. 

If the car drivers are preparing for a general 
strike for higher wages, they are working more 
quietly than usual to accomplish it. Several driv- 
ers on different lines, when spoken to on the sub- 
ject last evening, referred to the unfortunate ter- 


mination of the attempt made last week by the 
drivers on the Third-avenue line as evidence 
that the time had not come to strike for any 
increase of their wages. The Superintendents of 
several of the leading roads said that they had not 
heard of any recent movement on the part of their 
drivers to demand any change in their wages or 
hours of labor.

The visitors examined 
the dormitories, stables, &c., and then went to the 
corner of Twelfth-street and Fifth-avenue, where 
an alarm was turned on by the Duke of 
Sutherland, and much admiration was ex- 
pressed on all sides fat the quick arrival 
of the engines. No. 14 from Eighteenth-street ar- 
rived in 2 minutes and 5 seconds; No. 18 from 
Tenth-street and Greenwich-avenue in 2 minutes 
and 40 seconds; No. 8 Hook and Ladder, from 
Thirteenth-street, near Fourth-avenue, in 3 min- 
utes; No. 33, from Mercer-street. near Fourth, in 
3 minutes and 25 seconds; the Insurance Patrol.

Hook and Ladder Company, from Charles-street, 
in 4 minutes and 25 seconds.

THE STREET-CLEANING BILLS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As one of the subscribers to. the Cooper 
Union meeting of March 18, and until recently a 
member of the Committee of Twenty-one, allow 
me to say a few words in regard to a Street-clean- 
ing bill. The Senate, at the instance of the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-one, has passed a bill charging 
the Mayor withthe duty of cleaning the streets, 
and allowing him to appoint a Superintendent ata 
salary of $5,000 per annum, This Superintendent 
is simply one of the Mayor’s clerks; he can do noth- 
ing but obey the Mayor’s orders. The feature of 
this bill is that the Mayor alone is responsible. 
The Assembly refuses to accept this bill on the 


ground thatit is unsafe to confer the enormous 
patronage involved in the street-cleaning business 
upon the Mayor, unless some limit is put to his 
power of abusing it. The Assembly has also passed 
a bill which the Senate refuses to accept. The 


‘feature of this bill is that the patronage is so care- 


fully guarded that the streets might remain as un- 
cared for as under the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. 

The resolutions passed at the Cooper Union meet- 
ing demand, first, a separate department, and sec- 
ondly, a single responsible head. The Committee 
of Twenty-one abandoned the separate department 
in the Senate bill, and made the Mayor the respon- 
sible head. Ifaseparate department were created, 
and if that department were placed under a single 
Commissioner, appointed and removed by the 
Mayor, without the necessity of trial or showing of 
cause, the requirements of the Cooper Union reso- 
lutions would be fulfilled. This Commissioner, 
however, would differ only in name from the Su- 
perintendent in the Senate bill. To obviate this 
difficulty, it has been suggested by Chief-Justice 
Daly that the removal of the Commissioner by 
the Mayor should require the concurrence of 
the Board of Health. The Mayor could be 
trusted to appoint a proper Commissioner. 
Certainly Mayor Grace could be so trusted. 
The Board of Health could not, without stultifying 
itself, object to the removal of an incompetent 
Commissioner, and would object to the removal of 
one for party reasons. The Commissioner would 
have the independence a man who is to have the 
spending of a million of dollars per annum should 
have, for if the Commissioner is a mere dependent 
on the Mayor’s will, the praise would probably go 
to the Mayor and the blame to the Commissioner. 
A man of the calibre of Capt. Gorringe would not 
remain long in such a position.

Inthe suit instituted by Dr. Gilbert, the 
original projector of the Sixth-avenue elevated 
railroad, it was stated that the contract for the en- 
tire superstructure was taken by the Edgemoor 
Iron Company at the rate of $300,000 per mile.

Hividends, enormous speculative profits, &c., in the

FAILURE.OF THE FIRM AND SUDDEN DEATH 
OF ONE OF ITS MEMBERS. 

*'The failure of I. Bloom & Brother, dealers 

in fancy goods at-No. 48 West Fourteenth-street, 

,was announced yesterday, and in the afternoon 

they made an assignment to Joseph Danzig, giving 

‘preferences as follows: Danzig Brothers, $10,- 

935-89; Danzig & Feuchtwanger, $2,539 50; Nettie 

Danzig, : $1,202 42; Julia Danzig, $240; D. Haas’s 

Son, $5,491 76; Clara Bloom, $2,325; S. H. Stone- 

hill, $4,846 45; American Suit Manufacturing Com- 


pany, $1.900; Philip Schloss, $1,600; Schloss Broth- 
ers, $579 67; Schutz & Co., $3,484 66; Schutz & 
Kross, $822 80; John Wile & Brother, $1,200; Mayer 
Schutz, $11,000; total, $48,662 48. The firm is com- 
osed of Isaac and Joseph Bloom; they have been 
in business many years, and were formerly at Nos. 
838 and 340 Bowery. where they were supposed to. 
have made a good deal of money. They had a cap- 
ital of over $50,000 two years ago, but since then 
trade fell off in the Bowery and they moved to No. 
48 West Fourteenth-street last Fall, previous to 
which they were damaged by fire in the Bowery to 
a considerable extent. They did a large business 
in their new store about the holidays, but their ex- 
penses were very heavy, the rent alone being 
$7.500a year. Their failure is attributed to heavy 
expenses, dullness in trade, and competition. The 
abilities are reported at from $75, to $100,000. 
They have a large stock of goods on hand and they 
also own the premises No. 838 Bowery, mortgaged 
-for $10,000. 


* Joseph.Bloom, a member of the firm of Bloom & 
Brother, was found dead yesterday afternoon in 
the Tremont House, in Broadway. He had been 
reported to the Police as missing, and his friends 
were , at Police . Head-quarters yesterday to 
obtain’: aid in searching for him. They 
said. he*had not been seen by any of 


shis friends since 4 o'clock on Tuesday afternoon. 
.No tidings of the missing man were obtained until 
about 5 o’clock last evening, when he was found 
dead in a room at the Tremont House. It appears 
that between 4 and 5 o’clock on Tuesday Mr. Bloom 
called at the hotel and asked Mr. George W. Has- 
-brook if he could give hima good room. Mr. Has- 
-brook recognized him as a gentleman whom he had 
‘seen about the hotel, and assigned him a room on 
the second floor. Mr. Bloom at once retired to the 
apartment. He did not make his appearance 
during the following morning, and . when the 
chamber-maid went to the room’ at about 
4 o’clock fyesterday afternoon she found it 
locked. She rapped for admission, but failed 
to obtain a response, Mr. Hasbrook 
was notified, the room was opened, and the occu- 
pant was found dead ‘a bed. He was lying on his 
right side in a natura. position, and his appearance 
indicated that he was sleeping soundly, and it was 
not until an attempt was made to arouse him that 
it was diseo\ered that he was dead. His clothing 
was fouuu neatly folded ona chair by the side of 
the bed, and his gold watch and chain and his pock- 
et-book were undisturbed. Letters in his pockets 
disclosed his identity, and his friends were at once 
informed by the Police. Three of his employes 
from the Fourteenth-street store, came to th 

hotel and identified the remains, after which Coro- 


ner Knox granted a permit for the removal of the 


body from the hotel. The deceased was about 40 
years of age, anda native of Germany. He married 
a Miss Danzig some years ago, but the couple had 
no children. He livedin handsome style at No. 62 
West Fifty-third-street. He had been in the dry 
goods and fancy goods trade in this City for many 
years. His partner was his brother. 

Mr. Hasbrook, the clerk at the hotel, said last 
night that when Mr. Bloom came to the hotel and 


asked for a room he did not notice anything un- 
usual in his appearance or manner. He registered 


as Robert Brown, cf Boston. and paid a dollar for 
hisroom. There was no indication, he sald, that 
Mr. Bloom had committed suicide, and there was 
nothing found in the room to show that he had 
taken poison. The friends of the deceased deny 
that he committed suicide. They say he had been 
confined to his residence for 10 days suffering from 
an attack of inflammation of the bowels. On Tues- 
day he visited the store on Fourteenth-street for 
the first time since his illness. He remained there 
but a short time, and when he left shortly before 3 
o'clock he said that he would go to the bank to 
make a deposit, and would then return home. He 
complained then of feeling sick, and was seen at 
about 4 o’clock crossing the Bowery in the neigh- 
borhood of Bond-street. They account for his 
going tothe hotel by saying that he must have 
‘been taken sick while in the neighborhood, and 
had taken aroom there until his sickness had passed 
off, intending then to go home. Until the dutopsy 
4s made the cause of death cannot be determined.

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THE GREENPOINT FIRE. 


—_—_—_>————_ 
FOUR LIVES PROBABLY LOST—INJURED PER- 
SONS LIKELY TO DIE. 

The scene of the fatal fire on Tuesday in 
F.C. Smith & Co.’s box factory, in Greenpoint, 
was still attended by excitement yesterday. Up to 
about noon firemen were pouring streams of 
water on the smoking ruins, the fire occasionally 
breaking out anew as the half-burned boards were 
overturned. The greatest interest centred in the 
search for the missing workmen, as it was known 
almost to a certainty that three bodies were buried 
in the débris. The search was necessarily meagre, 


partly because the ruins were still hot, but princi- 
pally because the owners were averse to moving 
the heavy machinery until the insurance under- 
writers gave their consent. About 8 o’clock in the 
evening, Perez Smith, one of the foremen 
in the factory, discovered the charred re- 
mains of a man lying near the surface 
in a vile of half-charred boards. There 
was only a portion of the trunk of the body to be 
seen, and it offered little chance for identification. 
It was at first thought that the remains might be 
those of Patrick McLaughlin, one of the missing 
men, but the remains found were evidently those 
of asmaller man than he. It was then conceded 
that they must be elther those of Joseph J. Brack- 
erbury or W. F. Angevine. <A key = found, the 
identification of it, it is hoped, will identify the 
man. Furthersearch at the ruins was continued 
until late in the evening. After the insurance un- 
derwriters have made their appraisal, it will be 
carried on in a systematic manner, and witha large 
force of workmen. There is littie doubt that there 
are two other bodies in the ruins. Those unac- 
counted for—except George Bloomfield, the truck- 
man—are Patrick McLaughlin, box-maker, of No. 
160 Eagle-street; W. F. Angevine, printer, of No. 
140 Meserole-street, and Joseph J. Brackerbury, of 
No. 147 Huron-street. McLaughlin went home to 
dinner at noon, and it is supposed that, finding 
, the building on fire on his return, he lost his life in 
attempting to save some of his tools. Brackerbury 
is said to have returned to the building to close the 
door of asafe. Escape was probably then cut off. 
Of Angevine the foreman says he was at work on 
the upper floor, and one of the boys, George Spof- 
ford, says that he met him going up stairs after bis 
coat. Of McLaughlin it was said that an accident 
some years ago, seriously deranged his mind. 

The list of-injured now numbers upward of 20. 
There is little hope for the recovery of three or 
four of them. August Friskey, of No. 203 Greene- 
street, was very low last evening. The flesh was 
burned from both arms up to the elbows, and the 
upper part of his body was swollen beyond all reo- 
ognition. Of the boy William Sweeney, of No. 63 
Freeman-street, it was stated yesterday at St. 
Catherine’s Hospital that his death might be ex- 

ected atany moment. William Vandewater, of 

o. 162 Avenue C, in this City, is terribly burned 
about the face, hands, and legs, and John Kenner, 
of No. 112 Eagle-street, Greenpoint, besides frac- 
turing both ankles in jumping from a window, was 
severely injured internally, as is also Peter 
Schaff, of No. 143 Scholes-street. A number of 
the injured remain at St. Catherime’s Hospital, in 
Bushwick-avenue, and at the Eastern District Dis- 
pensary, in Fourth-street. All beyond those above 
named are doing well. The origin of the fire and 
the cause of the explosion in the sawdust house 
remain as much in mystery as before. Many re- 
marks were passed during the day in regard to the 
factory and the insufficient means of escape, but it

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HUNTING SIXTH WARD TRUANTS. 


EXPERIENCE AGENTS HAD AMONG THE BOYS 
OF A WRETCHED DISTRICT. 
The Truancy Agents visited the Sixth Ward, 


which comprises the district between Canal-street 
and the General Post Office and Broadway, the Bow- 
ery and Chatham-street, yesterday. Here are found 
more abandoned children than in any other ward in 
the City, comprising bootblacks, newsbovs, and lit- 


tle thieves. The 10 agents divided the ward into sub- 


districts, two agents working in one such district. 


About 100 boys were stopped and examined by 


them. Occasionally a crowd of men and boys 
cee round an agent, supposing an arrest had 

en made, but when they learned the agent’s busi- 
ness the remark often was, ‘‘Good forthe young 
rascals.”’ The agents were accompanied by three 
Police officers. Agent Martinez, who had that por- 


tion below Reade-street, accosted a little fellow 


‘who gaye his name as “ Mike” Brennan, and who 


had not been to school for three years, because his 
father was dead and he had to mapport his widowed 
mother. On being asked why he did not attend 
night-school, little Mike replied that he did not 
know, and promised that he would go _ here- 
after. Agent Martinez, after taking his ad- 
dress, let him go on _ parole, telling him, 
however, that he should watch him. 
When the Truancy Agents ascertain that a 
number of children are employed at any factory, 
they call on the proprietor and present him with a 
copy of the statute to secure to children the bene- 
fits of an elementary education. It says that no 
child under the age of 14 years shall be employed 
by any person to labor in any business whatever 
during school hours of any school-day of the school 
term, unless such child shall have attended some 
public or private day-school where instruction was 
given by a teacher qualified to instruct in spelling, 
reading, writing, geography, grammar, and arith- 
metic, or shall have been regularly instructed at 
home in such branches, by any person qualified to 
do 80, at least 14 weeks of the 52 weeks next pre- 
ceding any and every ae in which such child 
shall be employed. he statute further requires 
that a certificate in writing shall be given by a 
teacher or Trustee or the district to the employer 
of such child, and any pao employing a 
child contrary to these requirements shall pay a 
penalty of $50. Accompanying this copy of the 
statute the agents leave with manufacturers blanks 
on which the employers.are required to note down 
the names and ages of their juvenile operatives, 
their residences, and whether they have any cer- 
tificates of instruction.

SUIT} FOR i BREAOH * OF 2 PROMISE. 


A wipow -wants $10,000 FROM A FAITH- 
r , . LESS LOVER. 
‘ In the Passaic County courts, at Paterson, 


N. J., yesterday, a breach’ of promise case for 
$10,000 damages was taken up. -The plaintiff is 
Mrs. Julia Hampson,.a rather fine-looking woman 
of about 40 years, who keeps a grocery and liquor 


saloon on a much-traveled road between Patterson 


and Hawthorne. The defendant is John Hinchliffe, 
Sr., a man of 50 years or more, large and well-pre- 
served. He is.a member of the firmof Shaw & 
Hinchliffe, -who have at Paterson one of the largest 
ale and beer breweries in New-Jersey. Mrs. 
Hampson testified that she was born in Bristol, 
England, and lived with her parents at Bristol and 
in Lancashire, working in a mill part of the time, 
until her marriage, when she was about 16 or 17 
years of age. She lived with her husband for 
about 18 years, until his death, five years since. 
She became acquainted with Mr. Hinchliffe about 
10 years ago, but was not intimate with him 
until after his wife’s death. In February, 1878, he 


called at her place and asked her to keep company 


(} with him; she replied that it was too soon after his 


wife’s death and advised him to wait. He said 
they could become acquainted with each other and 
get married in about a year. From that time on 

e wes a steady visitor at her house, calling usually 
at least three times weekly, and _ spending 
every Sunday afternoon and evening with her. He 


frequently took her out riding, and they visited; 


Long Branch and other places quite often. At 


Christmas, 1879, he gave her an engagement ring, 
and then promised to marry her early in the follow- | 


ing year. When one of his girls got married, Mrs. 


Hampson asked him to marry her,
